be selected* To many of my ''Chelas" f stu^ 
dents! nave I tola that the historical story 
of All ad in was falsely Interpreted by our 
historians and that the true significance 
of the AM Odin's Lamp was basically mysti¬ 
cal and that the invooator nad merely to 
rub the soul at the Lamp to invoke tne genii * 



The devoted student of occultism and 
the mere cur i osily-seekar may noth differ 
in the adherence to the rituals that I will 
set forth just as I nave interpreted them 
from the ancients. Those of you who seen 
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only to gain success, may gain it—Out tne 
great resu11 wiH be, for It is sure L y writ¬ 
ten "That he who uses the wr^s of the ma — 
gician falsely, shall himself be falsely 
accused. " 

Jn the following pages yqu will find 
m&ny ways that I have invoked very many 
different Spirits, Demons, Angels and Gob¬ 
lins, I implore you; those of youwnowiJl 
attempt the invocation of eitner good or 
bad Demons, Spirits, Angels or Goblins to 
do 50 with the greatest amount of self-re¬ 
spect and confidence. For, I have found 
in many years of experience that those who 
supply the actions of God be not seriously 
considering the strain* Ot the many invo¬ 
cations included, you wi!i find them as an 
analysis of the great Solar Intelligences, 
and interpretation leading to an awareness 
and complete appreciation. 

Let me, at this point, pause and go 
into what 1 think tne uses of so many of 
our friends are oesirous—of this niooen 
knowledge which I feel nas been revealed 
for the first time. In ancient times, there 
is record that cer Lai n mystics invoked many 
a spirit to do his oidding* Some histori— 
cal records snow that Cleopatra compelled 
an enemy to lose his power to harm her and 
forced him to become a slave and lover, by 
her magical use of scented oi ls and sorcery, 
At this time a great cult in Egypt was a 
sacred and my Stic legion In which Isis and 
Asor i s were Deities, Tne pract i t a oner & and 
priest In this cult, by a high invocation, 
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were said, able to leave the dooj ana as- 
cena to the 7 th Heaven, to make compacks 
with Isis, the Immortal of Immortals. As 
the story is tola, this son of anign priest 
was sent to use his magical art in forcing 
the help ana consent of Cleopatra to the 
aid of his secret oraer, By ner great sor^ 
cet), she conjured the forces of a great 
demon wnien destroyed his power and caused 
nim to become ner slave. rt/nen the great 
priests of the order learned of inis, they 
immediately Induced high ana mighty invo¬ 
cations and commanded demons ano goblins, 
anu secondary spirits of evil and lust, to 
wreck ner whole kingdom which is snown to 
ua by historical account of the fall of 
Cleopatra by her own hands. 

Shakespeare, in the pi ay "The Tempest," 
clearly reveals that In the Elizabethan Age 
the work of the invocator and conjurer was 
understood, ana its art practiceo * i th great 
zeal. For Ar leJ, a great demon, it is said, 
was invoked by the Duke of Milan to cause 
the destruction of his enemey who hau. oa- 
hi shed him to a desert island. 

From the ear I i est historioal times, we 
have found traces of trie many uses of invo¬ 
cations that are n i dden to the untrained eye 
but vividly clear to the in vacating magi¬ 
cian. Many historians, occult and other¬ 
wise, have snown us that such men as Gil I es 
de Retz, Robert Owen, Dr. Hodyson, Joan of 
Arc, Swedenbery acquired great wealth, 
riches, frienos, and power by invocatiny 
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certain demons, spirits, gooHns, and an¬ 
gels to ao their oidding* There are few 
limitations to the possibi l i t i es of the at¬ 
tainment of Lne spirits, aemons,. yob I ins 
and angels, for tney are ooond by a force 
mightier than might to carry out the bid¬ 
dings of those that invoke them. There is 
no oimension limiting them, nor is tnere 
any finite time, Tneirs is tne power of 
the ultimate consciousness, 

i t do hereby say, without fear of any 
contradiction, that it has been revealed 
to me through many, many years of research 
that the ancients have invoked many of the 
demons, goblins, anye Is and Spirits to do 
their bidding ano f sincerely believe that 
today, to the gifted and the earnest ana 
the fearless ana the pure, the nidden powers 
Of magic is stiII open. 

In© person who seeKs Jove, luck, sue- 
cess, riches, prosperity, gold, treasures, 
lost ones, etc, can. If they desire, by 
following the acts of the ancients, tread 
tneir mystical patneways in accomplishing 
the seemingly impossible things to their 
greatest advantage. For knowing that a 
spirit, demon or a goolin proper ly invoked 
—must carry out the bidding of nis Invo- 
cator. The I Imitations of the invocator’s 
demand are very small ana it Is my belief 
that, with a proper unaerstanaing and carry¬ 
ing out of the instructions, any person may 
be able to Invoke any spirit, demon or goc-

First, from the list cental nee Irene in, choose 
% spirit, oerron, you I in or anyek, or a Spirit at a 
rrieno or close relative, set a Jay tor invocaUng 
inern and prepare in me following manner: a oay 
prior to tne invocation snail be devoted to a last. 
For 2 * floors, me person must take no I iquid or 
sol iu food. As me nour approacn&s, set by me .m- 
y ician tor me invocation, all mirrors snouKi in 3 
coverea uy white clotn, and all yiass snail t-s 
covereu. Anything that might retied a living 
thiny and not a living thing should tie covered Tor 
spirits, demons, ^onl ins ana angels reel offenaea 
Mifien a snininy thine is placed in front of trier, 
and they so not s*e themselves in it. 

No*, 1 hours before me lure set tor tne inv *- 
cation, the invocaiur burns me incense desired. 
Tnis is found n^noereo beside tne name of tne spirit 

1 isteu on tne sack of tne book* He trien moves ai 1 
f urni lure to tne sloes of tne rowri, leaving a cl ear- 
ance in me center, removing an rugs and clotns 
from tne floor 50 mat ngtriin y cut trie bare floor 
can De seen. Then, JtiaKiny a huce circle, about 7 
to A feet in diameter wi tn Chalk, preferably Dr dyeing 
rtood 3 rana Chalk, ne w itea trie noly worgs: Tetr r 
gr match and writes his own nama anu tr-e name uf 
lather and the name of ins .notner in trie cifcn 
Placing tne incense also in tne circie and I fgnitr.

lights from the candles and lets the Incense burn 
and removes to tne bathroom., here he baths, after 
having placed an amount of sanctuary oil in the 
tuo. After having batnea himself ana anoited him¬ 
self pleasingly with oils, he rubs his forehead 
with powder which will iater be given. Then ne 
dresses h liras If placing the Tsitsus close to nis 
oody, and puis oh his regular clothes ana places 
the ievocator’* y c*n over them. The tails, he puts 
on top of tnem and binds his heao and forehead with 
the Ptiylectary* 

He then Lakes the stick and walks to tne roc*n 
wnere he nas arawn trie circle ana enters into the 
circle* Once ne enters into the circle with his 
books, wands, incense and all things ne needs, he 
araws the Outer circle at out T inones awiy from tne 
circle he nas alreauj, orawn and in it he then lights 
tne candles, sprays the perfume and re-J ignts the 
Incense and opens to the first invocation as cori- 
taints) in me book. Trie operator must rmemaer not 
to leave tnis. circle during tne wnole invocation 
until the closing wuroa have ueen said, for as long 

as ne renalna in tne circle, no flatter now tierce 

tne demons may oe tney carrot break through tne 

wai Is of tne circle * tor they are bound and pro¬ 
tected. by me fiery pillars of Jericno and he is 
protected by tne Legion of ~!2 who form a protect i ng 
ring aroung tne circle whence no one can force 
their way through, in defense of the consequence 
of the Higher Intel Iigence.

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CHAPTER I k 


THE HA&tCAL AHT Of WECRQrt ANCT 

Necromancy, or divination by means or tne 
spirits of trie dead, from the Greek words, neires, 
dead) and nanttin, devination. It is through its 
Its! ian from ni^rtvnancta. tnat it came to ce known 
as the "Black Art, 1T With the Greeks it originally 
signified the descent into Hades in order to con¬ 
sult tne dead ratner than sunrnonsing tne dead into 
trie mortal sphere again. Tne art is of almost uni¬ 
versal usage. Considerable difference of opinion 
exists among modern adepts as to tne exact methods 
to be proper ly pursued in tkie necrcmiwvtic art,, and 
it must be borne in mind that necromancy, wnich in 
me Middle Ages was called sorcery, shades into 
modern spiritualistic practice. There is no doubt 
however, that necromancy is the touch-stone of oc¬ 
cultism, tor if, after careful preparation the adept 
can carry tnrougn to a successful issue, tne raising 
of tne soul from tne other world, he has proved the 
value of his art* It would be fruitless in inis 
place to enter into a psycho Iogical discussion as 
to whether this feat is possible of accomplishment 
or not, and we will confine ourselves to the mate¬ 
rial which has been placed at aur disposal by the 
sages of the past, wno have left fulI detaiIs as 
to haw the process Should be approached. 

In the case of a compact existing between the 
conjuror and the devil, no ceremoney is necessary, 
as the familiar is ever at hand to do the behests 
ut his masters. This, however, is never the case 
with tne true sorcerer, who preserves his independ¬ 
ence and trusts to nis profound knowledge of tne 
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art and his powers oi connand. His object, triers 
tore, is to f tonstrain H some spir it to appear before 
him, and to guard nimself from toe danger of pro- 
vokirtg sucn beings. The magician, it must be under¬ 
stood, always has an assistant, and every article 
named is prepared according to rules well known in 
the black art. In the first place they are to fi* 
upon a proper spo. for such a purpose; wn kft must 
be eitner in a subterranean vault, hung round with 
black, and lighted by a magical torch; or else in 
the centre of egme thick wood gr desert, or upon 
seme extensive unfrequented plain, mere Several 
roads mi, or amidst the ruins of ancient castles, 
abbeys, monasteries, etc., or amongst me rocks on 
trie sea snore, in borne private detached Churchyard, 
or an^ otner solemn, melancholy place between me 
hours of twelve and in me nignt, either when 
the moon shines very bright, gr else when the ele¬ 
ments are disturbed with storms or thunder, lignt- 
ni "S* Wlfl d, and rain; for, In these places, time, 
and seasons, it is contended that spirits can witn 
less d iff iculty manifest themselves to mar ta I eyes, 
and continue visible with me least pain, in the 
elemental external world. 

Wieri the proper time and p I ace is fixed upon, 
a magic Circle is to be formed, witnin which, the 
master and nis associate are carefully to retire. 
Thy dimensions at tne Circle are as follows: A 
f i see of ground is usual ly cnasen, nine feet square, 
ut the full extent or wn.cn parallel i ines are drawn 
orit wunin tne other, having sundry crosses and 
triangles described between mem, close tg which 
is t croud tne first □r outer circle, then about 
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halt-a-foot within the sate, & second circle is de- 
scr ieed and *imin that anomer square correspondent 
to the first, the centre ot wnich i s the seat or spot 
where the master and associate are to be placed. 
"The vacancies formed by tne various lines and an¬ 
gles or the figure are til led up with the no|y names 
ot 'jjdi navihg crosses and triangles described 
between them. Tne reason assigned by magicians and 
others tor tne institution arid use of circles, is, 
mat so muon yround being blessed and con seer axed 
by such holy words and terefTonies as they make use 
of in forming it, hatha secret Torce to e*peJ I all 
evil spirits from trie bounds tnereof, and, Leing 
sprinkled with pure sanctified water the ground is 
purified from all uncleaness; besides, tne holy 
naiwis of jgd beiny wr liter, over every tart of it, 
its force beujrifes so powerful mat nq evil spirit 
hath ability to break mrougn it or to gel at the 
nayician or hrs companion, uy reason of the anti- 
patny in nature they bear to these sacred names. 
And tne reason given tor the triangles, is, mat 
tne Spirit be rot easily brought to speak the truth, 
tney say ay tne exorcist conjured to enter tne sarre, 
wnere, b> virtue ot tne names or the essence and 
divinity yd God, they can speak nothing but wnut is 
true ano right, 1 The circle, therefore, according 
to this account it, is the principal fort and 
Shield qf tue magician, frun. amen he i s not . at 
the peril ot nis life, to dec art till lie, nas cprr- 
^jelely cfiamissej me ^int. bartiuuldrU if ife 

be ot a 1 1 eljr~ or _internaI nat ur e « Tradition records 
many instances of those wrvo perished by inis means; 
particularly me legenoot "Cn i anc^ngi, rf the famous 
Earn Vi an fortune-teller, wno was so famous in Eng- 
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land in-, trie 17th century. we undertook tor a 
^ayer, to raide tne spirit '^lokim," ant) naviny 
described the circle, n« seated nis sister Napula 
by nim as his associate. After frequently repeat¬ 
ing tne forms or exorcism, and cal Ling upon tne 
spirit to appear, and nothiny as yet answering his 
detnand, they grew inpatient ot tne business, and 
quitted the circle, but it cost them tnetr lives:

for they were instantaneously seized and crushed 
to death by that infernal spir i t, who happened not 
to be suit i c lent I y constrained till that client, 
to manifest nimseLt to human eyes. M 

Tnere is a prescribed farm of consecrating 
the magic circle, which we have illustrated later 
on. The proper attire or ,T pontif icak ibus' 1 of a 
magician, is an Epnod made of fine While Linen, 
ow&r that a priestly robe of black Bontiazine, 
reaching to thy ground, with the two seals of me 
earth drawn correctly upon virgin parchment, and 
affixed to a broad consecrated girdle, with the 

names, Ya, Ya,—Ate, Aaie,-El ibra,-Elchim,^ 

Sadai,-Pah Adanai,—two robore,-Cinctus sum. 

Upon his shoes must be wr i tten Tetragramatofi, with 
crosses round about; upon his head a high-crowned 
cap of silk, and in his nandaHoly Bible, printed 
or written in pure Hebrew. Thus attired, and 
standing within the charmed circle, the magician 
repeats the awful form of exureism; and; presently, 
me infernal spirits make strange and frightful 
noises, nowlmgs, trerrh lings, flashes, and most 
dreadful shrieks and yells, as me forerunner be- 
cornts visit le. Their first appearance is general ly 
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in the form Of tierce and terrible l tans or tigers, 
vairiiting form tire, and roaring mdeousiy anout 
tnc circle; ail whicn the time the exorcist 
not cotter any trerruuraf dismay; for, in that case, 
tney wi Ii gain tne ascendency and tne consequences 
raejf touch nis lire. On the con trary t no must sumrttn 
up a snare of resolution, and cor it inue repeating 
alt the forms of constriction ana confinement until 
they are drawn nearer to the influence ot trie tri- 
angle^ wnen their forms will change to appearances 
less ferocious and frightful, and become nor a sun- 
missive and tractable, 'Aflnen the forms of conjura- 
tjor. have in this manner been fluffteiently repeat¬ 
ed, the spirits rorsake their bestial shapes, and 
enter tne human form appearing like naked nun ot 
gentle countenance and behaviour, yet is me magi— 
cian to be warily on nis guard that tney deceive 
him not by such miJd gestures, for tney are exceed¬ 
ingly fraudulent and deceitful in their dealings 
with, those who constrain th®n to appear witnout 
compact, having nothing in view but to suborn his 
mind, or accomplish his destruction. With great 
care also must tne spirit discharged after u»e 
ceremony is finished, and ne nas answered ai | tne 
demands "ede up Oh niro. Tne magician must wait pa¬ 
tiently till tne spirit passed through all tne 
terrible forms wnicn announce his coming, and only 
when the last shriek r.as died aw&y^ ^und every trace 
of ■ ire a; id br imstone has disappeared, irigy ne leave 
the circle and depart ham in safety,

if the ghost Dt a deceased person is to ee 
raised, the grave oust be resorted to at midnight, 
and a different form of conjuration is necessary. 
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Still another, is tne internal sacrament lor "any 
corpse that hatn hanged, drained, or otherwise made 
away with itself; "arid in this case the con jural ions * 
are per farmed over me body, wnich will at last 
arise, and standing upright, answer with a faint 
and hoiion voice the Questions that are put to n. 

Eiipha&Levi, m nis Ritual of Transcendental 
Magic says that "evocations snouid alw^>s nave a 
motive and a becoming end, otherwise they are wor*s 
of darkness and tolly, dangerous Tor health and 
reason, 11 The permissible motive of an evocation 
may be either love or intalligence. Evocations of 
love require less apparatus and are m every respect 
easier. Tne procedure is as follows; lf we must, 
in toe first place, carefully col lect the merrier i ais 
ot him (or ner ) whom we desire to behold, trie ar¬ 
ticles he used, and on wnicnhis impression remains; 
we must also prepare an apartment m whicn the per¬ 
son lived or otherwise one of a si mil iar kind, and 
place his portrait veiled in white therein, sur¬ 
rounded with his favourite flowers, which must be 
renewed daily. A fixed date must then be observed, 
either the birthday of the person, ur the day which 
was most fortunate tor his and our own affection, 
one ot which we may believe trial his souJ, however 
blessed elsewnere, cannot lose the remerrb ranee; 
this must be tne d^y for the evocation, arid we must 
provide tor it during tne space of fourteen days. 
Throughout this period we must refrain from extend¬ 
ing to anyone tne sane proofs of affection which 
we nave the right to expect from the dead; we must 
observe stricL chastity, live in retreat, and take 
Only one modest and light collection daily. Every 
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evening an tne saw hour we must snut ourselves in 
the cnatfCer consecrated to the rrfcrrtiry of int lament— 
, ed farawi^ using only one small light, suchasthat 
of a funeral lamp or taper. Tnis light should be 
placed Lenmtf us, the portrait Should be uncovered 
and we should remain before it for an nour, in si¬ 
lence; finally we should turn gate the apartment 
with a little good intense, and go out aa^kwards* 
On the morning of the d^y fixed tor the evocation, 
we snouid adorn ourselves as it fora festival, not 
salute anyone first, make but a single recast of 
bread, wine, and roots, or fruits; tne cloth should 
lie wnile, two covers snould oe laid, and one por¬ 
tion of the oread broken should ae set aside; a 
i ime wine should a< so ce placed in tne'glass of 
the person we design to invoke. The meal must be 
eaten alone in the chamber of evocations, and in 
presence of the veiled portrait; it must be all 
cleared away at the end, except the glass belonging 
to the dead person, and his portion of bread, which 
must be placed before the portrait, in the evening, 
at the hour for the regular visit, we must repair 
in silence to tne cnantier, light a clear fire of 
Oak Park, and cast incense seven tirres thereon, 
pronouncing tne name of the person wnom we desire 
to benold* Tne larqp- mist tnen be extinguished and 
the fire permitted to die out. Cn this day the 
portrait itust not be unveiled. Mien the flame is 
extinct, put mors incense on the ashes, and invoke 
,jOd according to tne forms of the religion to which 
tne dead person belonged, and according to tne 
ideas wmcn ne nirnbeit possessed of God* While 
iiiaxing this prayer we must identify ourselves with 
ms evoked person, speak as he spoke, be I ieve in a 

le 
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sense as fie bell wed; then, af ter a si lence of fif¬ 
teen minutes, we must speak to rtim as it ne were 
present, wi tn affection and with faith, praying nim 
to manifest to us. ttenew mis prater mental ly F 
covering tne face with both hands; then call him 
thrice witn a loud voice; tarry on our knees, tne 
eyes closed and covered for sane minutes; then cal! 
again inrice upon nim in a sweat and affection¬ 
ite tone, and slowly open tne eyes. Should nothing 
result, the same e*per irrent must be renewed in the 
following year, and if necessary a third lime, wnen 
it is certain that the desired apparition will be 
obtained and tne longer it has been delayed Lhe 
more realistic and striking it wiIl be. 

"Evocations of knowledge and inteH igence are 
made with more solemn ceremonies. It concerned 
with a celebrated personage, we must cryditale tor 
twenty-one days upon nis life and writings, form 
an idea of n+s appearance, converse with him men¬ 
tally, and imagine nis answers; carry nis portrait, 
or at least nis riants, about us; follow a vegetable 
diet for twenty-one days, and a severe fast during 
the last seven, iujst next construct tne nagical 
oratory. Tma oratory injst be invar i<sb ly darkened; 
but we operate in tne daytime, we may leave a nar¬ 
row aperture on the side wnere the sun will shine 
at tne hour of the evocation and place atriangular 
prism before the opening, and a crystal glove, 
fi I led with water, Before the prism. It tne operas 
lion be arranged tor the night the magic lamp must 
be so placed that its single ray snail upon the 
altar smoke* Tne purpose ot tne preparations is 
to furnish tne magic agent with elements ot cur- 
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poreaj appearance, and to ease as much as possible 
ttie tension qf imagination, which could not be ex¬ 
alted without danger into the absolute illusion of 
orearc. ^or the rest, it Aili be easily understood 
tnat a beam of sunl ignt, or the ray ot a larr^, col¬ 
oured variously?, and falling upon curling and ir¬ 
regular smoke, can in no wa> create a perfect image. 
Tne cnafing-disn containing the sacred fire should 
be in me center of the oratory, and tne altar Qt 
per femes close by?. Tne operator irtj&t turn towards 
the east to pray?, and tne west to invoke; n& must 
be either alone or as&isted by one or two persons 
peraerving tne strictest silence; he must wear tne 
rnagicai vestronts, which w have described. He 
should baint before the operation, and al I nis under 
garntertts must be of ttits nust intact and scrupulous 
1 1 h 1 nes&» the ceremony sfiould begin with a 
prayer suited to Lne gen i us of the spirit about to 
be invoked ana one which would be approved by hinr- 
Seif ft he still lived- for ex ample p it would be 
inpossible to evoke Voltaire &y reciting prayers 
in me style of St. Bridget, For tne great men of 
antiquity, we may see the nymns of Cleanthes or 
Ofpneus, with tne adjuration terminating me viol den 
Verses Of i“ytragoras. in our own evocation of 
^oMonious, w« used the magical philosophy ot 
p atricius for tne ritual, containing tne doutrinei, 
ot Zoroaster and thftir 1 i i ng gt Hermes Tnr i smeg 1stus. 
,*& recited the Nuctemaron of flpol lonioub In Green 
with a loud voice and add the foil owing conjura¬ 
tion:—

Tnus, a fatal law 
drives ine demons doiwnward when they wish and be¬ 
lieve thecnseives ta be ascending, Also those *no 
term tnemseives chiefs are the most inputent and 
despised of all,. As to the horde of perverse 
spirits, they tramp Ie before an unknown, invisible, 
incomprehensible, capricious, irrpIacabieChief, wfio 
never explains his law, whose arm is ever siretcned 
out to strike those wrto fail to understand mm.

these must be assiduously collected and ar¬ 
ranged tn. order which they occupied at the 
time qf his death. If none of these sou¬ 
venirs can be obtained, a faithful likeness 
of me departed being must at least be pro¬ 
cured, it must be full length, and must be 
depicted in the dress and colours which he 
wore during the last period of nis life. 
Tnis portrait .must be set up on the eastern 
nail by means of copper fasteners, must be 
covered with a veil of white silk, and must 
be surmounted with a crown of those flowers 
whicn were most loved by the deceased* 

"Before tnis portrait tnere must be 
erected an altar of white marble, support¬ 
ed by four columns which must terminate in 
bull's beet* A five-pointed star must he 
emblazoned on the slab qf the altar, and 
must be composed of pure copper plates; 
the place in the centreof the star, between 
the plates, must be large enough to raceive 
trie pedestal qf a cup-shaped copper chat- 
ifig-disn, containing dessicated fragments 
qf laurel wood and alder. By the side of 
the cnai ing-disn must be placed a censer 
full of incense. The skin of a white and 
spotless ram must be stretched beneath the 
altar, and on it must be emblazoned another 
pentagram drawnw i th paral IeI lines or azure 
blue, golden yellow, emerald green, and 
purpJe red*

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copper tripod must be erected in 
int middle of trie Oratory; it must be per¬ 
fectly triangular in form, must be sur¬ 
mounted by another and simi Ur chafing-dish 
which must likewise contain a quantity of 
dried olive wood, 

A nigh candelabrum of copper must be 
placed by the wall on the southern side, 
and must contain a single taper of purest 
wn 1 1e wax r wnich must alone illuminate the 
mystery ot the evocation. 

"The white colour gftne altar, of the 
ran s skin, and of the veil, is consecrated 
to Gabriel, the planetar; archangel of the 
moon, and the Genius of mysteries; the green 
of the copper and the tapestries is dedi¬ 
cated to the Genius of Venus.. 

"Tne altar and tripod must both be en¬ 
compassed by a magnetized iron chain, and 
by three garland composed of the foliage 

and blossoms of the myrtle, the olive and 
the rose. 

"Finally, facing the portrait, and on 
tne eastern side, there must be a canopy, 
also draped with silk, and suppor ted by two 
trianguIar coIumns of olive wood, plated 
with purest copper. On the Nortn and Soutn 
sides, between each of tnese columns and 
the wall, tne tapestry must fail in long 
folds to the ground, f orm,i ng a K J nd of tab- 
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ernacle; wnicn must be open on the eastern 
side, the foot of eacn column tnere 

must be a sphin* and a dish with a davit* 
at me top ot tne head to receive spices 
tor burning* it Is beneatn this canopy 
tnai the apparitions wi I l manifest, and it 
should be remembered that Magus must turn 
to ine east tor prayer and to the west for 
ftvocation* 

"Before entering tnis little sanctuary 
devoted to tne religion of remembrance, the 
operator must be clothed in his vestment, 
On n15 breast must be tne talisman of Venus 
depending from a ribbon of azure silk. 

Tne Ora lory and all its objects must 
be consecrated on a Frida*, dur i ng the hours 
which are set apart to the Genius of Venus. 
This consecration is performed by burning 
violets and roses in & fire of olive wood. 
A shaft must be provided in the Orator* for 
the Passage of the smoke, but care must be 
taken to prevent tne admission of light 
through this Channel, 

"when these preparat ions are f i riished, 
the operator must impose on himself a re¬ 
treat of one and twenty days, beginning on 
the anniversary of the death of tne beloved 
being. During tnis period he must retrain 
from conferring on any one tne least of 
those marks of affection which he was ac¬ 
customed to bestow on the departed; he must 
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be absolutely chaste, alike in deed and 
thought; ne must take dal iy but one repast, 
cons Isting of bread, wine, roots and fryits. 
Tnese three conditions are indispensable 
to success in evocation and their accom¬ 
plishment requires complete isolation* 

"Every da*. Shortly before mid-night, 

the vfagus must assume h i s con seer a ted dress. 

On the stroke of the mystic hour, he must 
enter the Oratory, bearing a lighted candle 
in nis rignt hand, and in tne other an 
hour-glass. Tne candle must be fixed in 
the candelabra, and the hour-glass on the 
altar to register tne flight of time, The 
operator must then proceed to replenish 
tne garland, and tne floral crown* Then 
he shall unveil the portrait, and erect it 
immovable In front of the altar, being thus 
wun nis face to the East, he shall softly 
go over in his mind tne cherished recollec¬ 
tions he possesses of the beloved and de¬ 
parted being* 

"When the upper reservoir of the hour — 
glass is empty the time of contemplation 
wilt be over* By the flame of the taper 
tne operator must then kindle the laurel 
wood and alder in the chafing-dish which 
stands on tne altar; then, taking a pincn 
of incense from the censer, let nim cast 
it thrice upon the fire, r epeat i ng t he fo I - 
lowing words:—"Glory be to tne Father of 
life un + versaI in the splendpur of the in- 
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finite altitude, antj p^aue in the twilight 
ot trie itruneasur ab I e dept ns to all Spirits 
ot good w \l l. " 

u Tnen tie snal I cover tne portrai i, and 
taking up nis candle In his hand, snail 
depar l from the Oratory, talking backward 
at a slow pace as tar as tne threshold. 
The same ceremony must be fulfilled at the 
same Hour during every day of the retreat, 
and at eacn visit tne crown which is asave 
me portrait, and the gar lands of the altar 
and tripod must be carefully renewed. Tne 
witnered leaves and flowers must be burnt 
seen evening in a room adjoining the Ora¬ 
tory - 

"When tne twenty-first day has arrived, 
the Magus must do hi5 best to have no com¬ 
munication with any one, but If this be 
Impossible, he must not be tne first to 
speak, and he must postpone all business 
till the morrow, Qn the stroke qf noon he 
must arrange a small circular table in the 
OraLory, and cover it with a new napkin of 
unblemished whiteness. I tmust be garnished 
witn two copper chalices, and entire loaf, 
and a crystal flagon of the purest wine, 
Tne bread must be broken and not cut, and 
the wine emptied in equal portions into the 
two cups. Half ot this mystic communion, 
wnich must be nis sole nourishment on tnls 
supreme day, shall be offered by the opera¬ 
tor to tne dead, and by the light of tne 
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one taper he must eat hiw own share, stand¬ 
ing before the veiled portrait. Then he 
snail retire as before, walking backward 
as far as the threshold, and leaving the 
gnost f s share of the bread and wine upon 
the table. 

1f When the solemn hour of the evening 
hasat length arrived the Magus snail carry 
■nto the Oratory some well-dried cypress 
wood, which he snail set alight on the altar 
and the tripod. Three pinches of incense 
snau be cast on the altar in honour 

of the Supreme Potency whitn manifests it- 
&ejf by Ever Active Intelligence and by 
Absolute wisdom. When the wood of the two 
chafing-dishes has been reduced to embers 
ne must renew the triple offering of incense 
on the a I tar, and must cast some seven times 
on the fire m the tripDd; at each evapora¬ 
tion of the consecrated perfume he must re¬ 
peat she previous doxology, and then turning 
to the East, ne must cal I upon God by tne 
prgyer of that rel igion which was professed 
by the person whom he desires to evoke. 

When the prayers are over ne must 
reverse his position and with his fate to 
the West, must enkindle the chafing-dishes 
on the head of each disn, and when the red 
03 * is fully ablaze he must heap over it 
well-dried violets and roses. Then let him 
extinguish the candle which illuminates the 
Oratory, and falling on his knees before 
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the canopy, between the two columns, let 
nun mentally address the beloved person 
with a plenitude at faith and affection. 
Let him solemnly entreat it to appear and 
renew this interior adjuration seven times 
under the auspices of tne seven providential 
Genii, endeavouring during tne wholeof tne 
time to exalt his soul above tne natural 
weakness of humanity, 

finally, tne operator, with closed 
eyes, and with hands covering nis face, 
must call the invoked person in a Loud but 
gentle voice, pronouncing three times ail 
the names which he bore. 

Some moments after the third appeal, 
he must extend his arms in the form of a 
cross, and lifting up nis eyes, he will 
behold the beloved being in a recognizable 
manner, in front of him, Tnat Is to say, 
he will perceive that ethereal substance 
separated from the perisnabIe terrestrial- 
body, the fluidic envelope of the soul, 
wnich Kabalistic initiates nave termed the 
Peri spirit* This substance preserves the 
human form but is emancipated from human 
infirmities, and is energised by the special 
character|stiC£ Whereby tne imperienable 
individuality of our essence i smantfesteo. 
Evoked and Evoker can then inter-communicate 
intelligibly by a mutual and mysterious 
thought-transmission. "The departed soul 
will give counsel to the operator; it will

otcas i ona I l y reveal secrets which may be 
beneficial to those whom it loved oh earth, 
In certain cases,, It will however, declare 
itself either happyor in punishment* If it 
be the latter, it win ask for the prayer 
of the Magus, or for some religious obser¬ 
vance, which we must unfailingly fulfill* 
Lastiy, it will indicate the time when tne 
evocation may be renewed. 

"When it has disappeared, the operator 
must turn to tne East, rekindle tne fire 
on the altar, and make a final offering of 
incense. Then he must detach the crown and 
the garlands, take up his candle, and re¬ 
tire with his face to the *est till he is 
out of tne Oratory* Hjs last duty is to 
burn tne final remains of the flowers and 
leaves. Their ashes, onited to those which 
have been collected during tne time of re¬ 
treat, must be mixed with myrtle seed and 
secretly buried in a field at a depth which 
will secure it from disturbance of the 
pIgugh&hare*" 

The last two examples are, of course, 
those of "white" necromancy. The procedure 
fallowed by savage tribes of course is to¬ 
tally different, Among certain Australian 
tribes tne necromants are called Birraark* 
It is said that a Birraark was supposed to 
be initiated by the "mrarts" I ghosts 1 when 
bhey met him wandering in the bush* It was 
from the ghosts that he obtained replies to 
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questions concerning events passing at a 
distance, or yet to happen, which mignt be 
of interest or moment to his tribe. An 
account gf a spiritual seance in me bush 
is given in "Kami Taroi and Kurnai M : ^The 
fires were Jet down; the BErraark uttered 
the cry "Coo-ee" at intervals, At length, 
a distant reply was heard, and snort iy 
afterwards the sound as ot persons jumping 
on the ground in succession, A voice was 
men heard in the gloom asking in a strange 
intonation "What is wanted?" At the ter¬ 
mination ot the seance, the spirit voice 
said, "We are going. ,T Finally, theBirraark 
was found in the top of an almost inaccess¬ 
ible tree, apparently asleep* 1 ' 

,T ln japan, ghosts can fee raised in 
various ways. One mode is to "put into an 
andon” fa paper lantern in a frame I, "a 
hundred rushlights, and repeat an incanta¬ 
tion of a hundred lines. One of these 
rushiigat 5 Is taken out at the end of each 
line, and the wouAd-be ghost-seer tnen goes 
out in the dark with one light still burn¬ 
ing, and blows It out, whan the ghost ought 
to appear. Girls who have lost trie ir lovers 
by death often try that sorcery." 

The mode ot procedure as practised in 
Scotland was thus. The haunted room was 
made ready. He, "who was to do the daring 
deed, about nightfall entered the room, 
bearing with him a tab Ie, a chair, a candie. 
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a compass, a crucifix if one could be got, 
artd a Bible, With the compass he cast a 
circle on the middle of the floor, large 
enough to hold the chair and the table. 
He placed within Lhe circle the chair and 
the ta&le, and on the table he laid the 
Bihle and the crucifix beside the lighted 
candle* If he had not a crucifix, then he 
drew .the figure of a cross on the floor 
within tne circle. When all this was done, 
he rested himself on the chair, opened the 
Bible, and watted for the coming of the 
spirit. Exactly at midnight tne spirit 
came. Sometimes the door opened slowly, 
and there glided in noiselessly a lady 
sneeted in white with a face of woe and 
told her story to the man on his asking her 
in the name of God what sue wanted. What 
she wanted was done in the morning, and the 
spirit rested ever after. Sometimes the 
spirit rose from the floor and sometimes 
came forth from the wall. One there was 
who burst into tne room with a strong bound, 
danced wildly round the circle and flour¬ 
ished a long whip round the man's head, but 
never dared to step within the circle, 
Ouring a pause in his frantic dance he was 
asked, in God's name, what ne wanted. He 
ceased his dance and told his wishes. His 
wishes were carried out, and the spirit 
was in peace." 

In ttraxalls* "Memoirs of the Courts of 
Berlin, Dresden, Warsaw, and Vienna'* there 
is an amusSng account ot the raising of the 
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ghost of Cneml ier d@ Saxe, Reports had been 
circulated that at his palace at Dresden 
there was secreted a Urge sum of money 
and it was urged that if his spirit could 
be compel I ed to appear, interesting secrets 
might be extorted from him. Curiosity 
combined witn avarice, accordingly prompted 
h<5 principal heir, Prince Charles, to try 
the experiment, and, on the appointed night 
Scnrepfer was trie operator in raising tne 
apparition. He commenced his proceedings 
by retiring Into the corner of the gallery 
where, kneeling down with many mysterious 
ceremonies, he invoked the sp 1 r U to appear. 

length a loud clatter was heard at all 
windows on the outside, resembling more the 
affect produced by a number of wet fingers 
drawn over the edge of g i asses than anything 
else to which it could be compared. 

This sound announced the arrival of 
the good spirits, and was shortly followed 
by a ye I l ofafrightful and unusual nature, 
which indicated the presence of malignant 
spirits. Scnrepfer continued his invoca¬ 
tions, when "the door suddenly opened with 
violence, and something that resembled a 
black ball or globs rolled into the room. 
It was enveloped in smoke or cloud, tn the 
midst of which appeared a numan face, like 
the countenance of the Chevalier de Saxe, 
Trom which issued a loud and angry voiced 
exclaiming in German, ”CarJ, was wollte 
due mi tmlch?"—Charles, what would tnou do

CHAPTER HJ 


OH INVOCATIONS , 

Spirits can cgmnnjnlcate spontan eous| y f 
or come at our call; that is, on invocation. 
Some persons think we Should abstain from 
invoking such or such a spirit, and that 
it is preferable to wait for the one who 
wishes to communicate. This opinion is 
founded on tne fact that, in calling a de^ 
signaled spirit, we are not certain that 
it is he who presents himself, while he who 
comes spontaneously and of ni sown 3 mp u Jse, 
better proves his identity, as he thus an¬ 
nounces his desire to converse wi tn us. In 
our opinion this is an error; firstly 
cause there are always spirits around us, 
most of them of a low class, who ask no 
better than to communicate; in the second 
place, and for this last reason alone in 
not calling any one 3nparticular # the door 
Is open to ail who wish to enter, in an 
assembly not to give the word to any one 
in particular; the door is open to all who 
wish to enter; and the result of tnis is 
well, known. The direct appeal made to a 
designated spirit, Is a bond between him 
and us; we cal I him by our desire, and thus 
erect a kind of barrier against intruders. 
Without a direct appeal, a spirit would 
often have no motive for coming to us, un¬ 
less it might beour famii iar spirit. These 
two methods have each their advantages, and 
tne difficulty would be only i n the absoIute 
exclusion of one of tne two, There is no 
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iroubie i nregard to spontaneous communica¬ 
tions where one is master of the spirits, 
and is certain not to let the bad gain ary 
dominion; then it is often useful to wait 
me good pleasure of those who desire to 
communicate, because their thought i a under 
no restraint; and in this waiver/ admirable 
things may be obtained, while you cannot 
be sure tnat the spirit you call will be 
disposed to speak, or capable of doing so, 
in the sense that is desired. The scrupu¬ 
lous examination we have advised is guarant¬ 
iee against evil communications* in regu¬ 
lar reunions, especially in those engaged 
on a continuous work, there are always the 
accustomed spirits, who are at the rendez¬ 
vous without being called, because, by 
reason of the regularity of the seances, 
they are pre-engaged; they often begin 
spontaneously to treat a certain subject, 
develop a proposition, or prescribe what 
should be done; and then they are easily 
recognited, whether by tne form of tneir 
language, or their writing, or by certain 
habits familiar to them. 

When It is wished to communicate witn 
a designated spirit, he must of necessity 
be invoked. If ob can come, this answer 
is usually obtained: Tes; or, I am here; 
or, What do you want of me? Sometimes he 
enters directly into the matter, answering 
by anticipation the questions we proposed 
to address to him. 
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fthen a spirit Is Invoked for the first 
time, it is best to designate him with some 
precision. | n the questions addressed to 
"■■n, we should avoid dr,, imperative forms; 
they might be a reason for his withdrawal. 

he torms shou Id be affecltonate or respect- 
rul according to the spirit, and in all 
cases test i f > the kindness of the i nvocator. 


are of ten Surprised at tne prompti¬ 
tude with which an invoked spirit presents 
h.mselt, even the first time; it mignt be 
sai d fie has been furwarned; mat is, indeed, 
what nas oeen done wnen we are thinking of 
making an Invocation* This thinking is a 
or anticipated invocation, and as we 
always nave our familiar spirits, who are 
l dentif11J with uur thoughts, they prepare

Int,,ar ^‘ r|t of tne medium, or of the in¬ 
terrogator, or one of tne nab i tees, goes 
to rind him, which does not require muen 
tjm*. if the invoked spirit cannot come 
mstamly, the messenger (the heathens 
would have said Mercury 1 asks for a delay 
sometimes of five minutes, a quarter of an 
nour, and even several days, and when he 
arrives, he says, he is there; and then we 
can L-agin the questions we want to ask him* 
ha messenger is not always a necessary 
Intermediary, for tne appeal ot tne tnvoca- 
l0r *** h eard directly by the spirit. 
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ttnen we say, make tne invocation in 
the name of God, we mean that our recommend¬ 
ation should be taken seriously, and not 
llgntjy; those who see in it on Iy a formu I a, 
and of little consequence, would better 
atstain from it. invocations often present 
more d i f f icu! t i es to med i urns tnan spontane¬ 
ous d i ctai ’ton, especially when exact answers 
are wanted to circumstantial questions. 
Fot tnat end special mediums are required 
at once flexible and positive; and we nave 
seen that tnese last are quite rare,, for, 
as we have said, the fluidic relations 
rrapporist are not always instantaneously 
established with the first spirit comer. 
It is, tnerefore, best that mediums should 
not attempt special invocations, until 
assured of the development of tneir faculty, 
and of the nature of tne spirits wno assist 
them; for *i tn those who are badly surround¬ 
ed, the i nvocations Could have no char atLer 
of authori iy. 

Mediums are gener ally much mor e sought 
for invocations of private interest then 
for communications of general interest; 
this is explained by the very natural de¬ 
sire we nave to converse with tnose who are 
dear to us. fte consider that we ought to 
make several important recommendations on 
tn is subject to mediums. First, to accede 
to tnis desire only wlth the utmost reserve 
with per sons i n wnose sincerity they cannot 
completely trust* and to be on their guard 
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against trie snares that malicious persons 
might set for them. Secondly, not to lend 
themselves to it under any pretext, if they 
discover motives of curiosity or interest, 
and not a serious intention qn tne part of 
tne invocator; to refuse themselves to ail 
idle questions, or those aside from the 
circle of questions that may rationally be 
addressed to spirits. Tne suggestions 
Should addressed to spirits. Tne 5 ug« 
gestions should be put with clearness, per¬ 
spicuity, and without evasion, if categori¬ 
cal answers are desired. 

All those that have an insidious char¬ 
acter snould he declined, for it is well 
Known tnat spirits do not like those in¬ 
tended to put them to the proof; to insist 
on quest ions of this nature is to wish to 
be deceived* The invocator snouI d go frank^- 
ly and openly to tne desired end, without 
subterfuge or windings; if ne fears to ex¬ 
plain himself, he would better abstain, 
if invocations are made in the absence of 
tne one has requested them, it should be 
done with the greatest prudence; it is 
even often times preferable to abstain en¬ 
tirely, tnose persons alone being fit to 
criticise the answers, to judgeof the iden^ 
tity, to cnaJIange explanations if there 
is cause, and to put incidental questions 
brought up by circumstances. Besides, 
their presence isa bond which attracts the 
spirit, o t ten l i 111 e d impose dtp common i c a t e 
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with strangers for wnom ne has no sympathy + 
In a word, the medium should avoid all that 
toy Id transform h im intuacortsy11ing agent, 
MtiiiCh, in tne eyes of many persona is Syn- 
onymous with a fortune-teller. 

Spirits k /ho may be invoked, 

All spirits, to whatever degree of 
the scale they belong, may be Invoneo—me 
good, as welI as the had; those who have 
left this life but lately, and those who 
have lived in the most remote times; il¬ 
lustrious men and the most obscure of our 
relatives, our friends, and those who are 
indifferent to us; but it is not said that 
tney will or can always tome at our call: 
independently of their will, or 3f the per¬ 
mission may be refused them by a superior 
power, mey might be prevented by motives 
which it is not always given to penetrate, 

We would say, there is no absolute 
hindrance to communications except what we 
shall presently give; the obstacles tnat 
might hinder the manifestation of a spirit 
are almost always individual, and pertain 
to circumstances, 

Among the causes that might oppose the 
manifestation of a spirit, some ar eper sonal 
to him. Some foreign* We must place among 
tne former his occupations, or the missions 
in wnich he is engaged, and! from which he 
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cannot torn aside to yield to our iwants; 
in such case, his visit is only postponed. 

There is, again, his own situation, 
Wniie tne state of incar nit mn may not be 
an absolute obstacle, it may be a Hindrance 
at certain given moments, especially wnen 
it takes place in interior worlds, and *nen 
tne spirit himself is but little demater i-r 
a I ized. in the superior worlds, in those 
where the ties of spirit and matter art 
very feeble, the manifestation is almost 
as easy as in the wandering state, and in 
all cases easier than in th^se where the 
corporeal matter is more compact, 

Tne fore i gn causes per tai n principally 
to tne nature of the medium, to tnatof the 
invoker, to tne sphere in which the .invo¬ 
cation is made, and, lastly, to the end 
proposed. Some mediums receive more espec¬ 
ially communications from tneir tamiliar- 
spirits, who may be more or less elevated; 
others aru capable of serving as intermedi¬ 
aries to all spirits; that depends on the 
sympathy ur antipathy, tne attraction or 
repulsion, which the personal spirit of 
the medium exercises over the foreign spirit 
who may take him for interpreter with plea- 
Sure or with repugnance, Tnai, again, set¬ 
ting aside the Innate qualities of the 
mediums depends on tne development of tne 
medianimic faculty. Spirits come more 
willingly, are more explicit with a medium 
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whu offers them. no material obstacle. All 
things, besides, being equal as to moral 
conditions, me greater facility a medium 
mas i n writing or expressing himself the 
more nis relations with tne spirit world 
may tie general ized. 

Tne facility with which the nab It Of 
commun i cat i ng with such or such a spirit 
gives, must also be taken into considera¬ 
tion; with time me foreign spirit identi¬ 
fies himself with the spiriiof the medium, 
and witn him who calls him. The question 
of Sympathy witn render communications are 
more prompt; this is why a first conversa¬ 
tion is not always as. satisfying as might 
be desired, and it also is why the spirits 
themselves often ask to be recalled. The 
spirit who is in tne habit of coming in as 
if at home; he is familiarized with his 
auditors, and with his interpreters; he 
speaks and acts more freely. 

To recapitulate: From what we have 
just said, it results that tne power of in¬ 
voking any spirit whatever does not imply 
that the spirit is at our orders; ne can 
come at one moment, and not at another, 
which Such medium or such invocator as 
pleases him, and not with such other; say 
what he pleases, without being constrained 
to say what he does not wish to say; go 
when it is agreeable to him; final Jjr, from 
causes dependent or not upon tils will, 
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after having shown hims#If assiduousIy 
during some time, he may suddenly cease to 
come. It is from all these motives that 
when, we desire to call a new spirit. It is 
necessary to ash for our guide protector, 
if the invocation is possible; in cases 
where It may not be, ne quite generally 
gives the motives, and then it is useless 
to insist. 

An important question presents itself 
nere—that of Knowing whether or not there 
woul dbe disagfseat!e consequences from in¬ 
voking a bad spirit. That depends on the 
end proposed, and the ascendency that can 
be had over them. There is no difficulty 
when we call them with a serious and in¬ 
structive aim or with a view of improving 
them; or commanding them, it is very great, 
on the contrary, If it is from pure curios¬ 
ity or pleasantry or if one puts himself 
over meir power by demanding ol them any 
service whatever * 

The good spirits, in Such case, can 
very well give them tne power to do wnat 
is asked of mem, safe to punish severely 
afterward the rash man who dared to invoke 
their nelp and believe mem more powerful 
than God. it is vain tnat he may have pro¬ 
mised himself to make a good use of it In 
the end, and to dismiss the servitor once 
the service is rendered; tne very service 
solicited, however minute it may be, is a 
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veritable pact concluded with the bed spIr- 
it, and he never lets himself be used ea- 
si L>, 


^CMtdlncy is eirrc) sed over the 
inferior spirits only by 
moral supertori ty, 

The perverse spiri ts fee] the i r masters 
in good men; with those wno oppose to them 
only strength pf will, a Kind of brute 
force they struggle, and are often strong¬ 
er, A person tried in this way to tame a 
rebellious spirit by his will; tne spirit 
answered him, T, Letme atone, with your bull¬ 
ing airs, you who are not better than 1; 
they might say, a thief preach * ng to a 
thief." 


One is not astonished that tne name 
of Gad invoked against them should often 
be powerful, St. Louis has given tne rea¬ 
son in the following manner:—Tne name of 
God has influence over imperfect spirit 
only in the mouth of nim wno can use it 
with authority by his virtues; in tne mouth 
of a man who has no moral superiority over 
tne spirit, it is a word the same as an- 
otner, it is tne same with the noly things 
opposed to the most terrible arms are in¬ 
offensive in nands unskilled in tneir use, 
or incapable of bearing them."* 
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L&ngttage to hold with Spirits 

a 

The degree of superiority or inferi¬ 
ority of the spirits naturaljy Indicates 
the tone it is proper to take with them. 
It is evident that the more elevated they 
are, the more right they nave to our re¬ 
spect, to our reg srd, and to our su Emission, 
we should show them as much deference as 
we should have done during their lives, 
but from different motives; on the earth 
we should have considered their rank and 
their social position; in the world of 
spirits our respect Is addressed only to 
moral superiority. Their very elevation 
raises them above the peer l lies of our ad¬ 
ulatory forms. It is hot by words that 
we can secure their kind feel Ing, but by 
the sincerity of our sentiments. It would 
be ridiculous, then, to give them the ti¬ 
tles which our usages consecrate to the 
distinction of ranks, and which, during 
their lives, might have flattered their 
vanity; if they are really superior, they 
not only will not care for them, but to do 
so will displease tnem. A good thought 
is more agreeable to them than the most 
flattering epithets; if it were otherwise, 
they would not be above humanity. The 
spirit of a venerable eccleslastiC, wno i o 
this world, was a prince of tne cnurch, a 
good man, practicing the law qf jesuS, 
answered once to a person who invoked him 
under the title of "my lord,” "You should 
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at least say, ex—my Lord, for here is no 
other Lord but God; know that I see who on 
earth knelt before me, and those before 
whom I mySelf bowed, M 

As to the inferior spirits, their char¬ 
acter shows us the language proper to tise 
with them. Among tne number there are some 
who, though inoffensive, and even kind, are 
trifling, Ignorant, stupid: to treat them 
the same as serious spirits, as some per¬ 
sons do is about the same as to bow before 
a scholar or an ass muff I ad ina professor’s 
cap. A tone of familiarity would not be 
out of place with them, and tney do not 
take offense at it; on tne contrary, they 
willingly receive it. 

Among the Inferior spirits there are 
some who are unhappy. Whatever may be the 
faults they are expiatlng, their sufferings 
entitle them to our consideration, so much 
ihe more as no one can flatter himself 
that ne doES not deserve these words of the 
Cnrist: "Let him wno is without sin among 

you cast the first stone." The kindness 
we show them is a comfort to them; in de¬ 
fault of sympathy, they should find the in¬ 
dulgence we should wish them to show to us. 

The spirits wno reveal their inferi¬ 
or i tj by Lhe cynicism of their language, 
their lies, the baseness of their sent i- 
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ment, the perfidy ot tneir counsels, are 
assuredly less worthy of our interest tnan 
those whose words Show their repentance;: 
we owe them, at least, the pit> we accord 
the greatest criminals, and the way to re¬ 
duce them to silence is to show ourselves 
superior to them: tney indulge In their 
perversity only among persons with whom 
they think there is nothing to fear; for 
tne perverse spirits feel their masters in 
good men as in superior spirits. 

To recapitulate: as much as it would 
be irreverentia I to treat the superior 
spirits as equals, just so much would it 
be ridiculous to extend trie same deference 
to all without exception. Here veneration 
for those who deserve it, gratitude for 
those who protect and assist us, for all 
the others that kindness we may some day 
need for ourselves. In penetrating into 
the incorporeal world we learn to know it, 
and thI & knowiedge should regulate us in 
our relations with those who inhabit it. 
The ancients, in their ignorance, elevated 
altars to them; for us, they are only crea¬ 
tures more or Less perfect, and we raise 
our altars only to Sod, 

UTILITY OF SPECIAL INVOCATIONS 

The communications obtained from very 
Superior spirits, or from those who have 
animated tne great perscnages of aptiquity, 
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are precious from their exalted teachings. 
These sprits have acquired a degree of 
perfection which permits them to embrace a 
mere extended sphere of ideas* to penetrate 
mysteries beyond the ordinary limits of 
humanity, and consequently, to initiate us 
better than others to certain tnings. It 
does not follow that communications tfom 
less elevated spirits should be without u- 
tj I i \y ; the observer may dr aw more than one 
instruction. To snow the manners of a 
people, it must be studied in every degree 
of trie scale. He who has seen it under one 
aspect only, would only know it. The his¬ 
tory of a people is not that of its kings 
and upper social circles; to judge it, one 
should see it in its private life and cus¬ 
toms. 


Now, tne superior spirits are the 
upper circles of the spirit world: their, 
very elevation places them so muen above 
us that we are frightened at tne distance 
that separates us. Spirits more bourgeois 
(may they excuse the expression! make the 
circumstances of their new existence more 
paipahle to us. 

With them, the tie between corporeal 
life and spirit life is more intimate; we 
comprehend it better, because it touches 
us more nearly. In learning from themselves 
wnat has become of the men of all. cond i t i one 
and of all characters, and of all things 
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and objects, what they think, wnat may 
experience, good, as well as vicious, the 
great and tne small, the happy and the un¬ 
happy of toe age, in a word the men who 
nave lived among us, whom we have seen and 
known, with whose real life we are acquaint¬ 
ed, whose virtues and whims we know,—we 
comprehend their joys and the If" sufferings, 
wears associated with them, and draw there¬ 
from a moral Instruction as much more pro¬ 
fitable as the relations between them and 
us are more intimate. We put ourselves 
mare easily in the place of him who has 
been our equal than of him wnomwesee only 
througn the mirage of a celestial glory. 

Ordinary spirits showustne practical 
appJ ication of the great and sublime truths 
of wnicn the superior spirits teach us tne 
theory, Besides, in tne study of a science 
notnihg is useless; Newton found his law 
of the forces of me universe in. tne sim¬ 
plest phenomena, 

The i nvocat i on of or d 1 nary spirits Mas, 
besides, the advantage of putting us on 
rapport with suffering spirits who can be 
coml on ed, and wnobe advancement may ae 
facilitated by useful advice, so tnat we 
can be useful while, at the same time, in~ 
strutting ourselves; mere is egotism in 
seeking only one*s Own satisfaction in 
intercourse with the spirits, and ne who 
disdain* to extend a helping hand to the 
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unhappy gives proof of pride, Qf what use 
to obtain grand teachings from spirits of 
tne highest order, if it does not ma*e os 
inwardly better, more charitable, more be- 
nevoJ ent for Dur brothers, both In the 
world and in ihe other? What would beco.ne 
of the diseased if the doctors refused to 
touch their sores? 

QUESTIONS OS INVOCATIONS 

I* ’’Can we invoke spirits without being 
mediurns? 

"Every one can invoke spirits, and if 
those you call cannot manifest them¬ 
selves materially, they are never the I ess 
near you, and listen to you, 

2. "Does the spirit invoked always come at 
the call made to him?" 

That depends on the conditions in which 
he is, for tnere are circumstances in 
wnich ne cannot do so. ,T 

"What causes might prevent aspirit from 
coming at our call?" 

Firstly, nii w||J; then his corporeal 
state, if ne is re-inearnated; tne mis¬ 
sions with which he may be cnarged; and 
still further, permission may be refused 
him. There are spirits who can never 
Common i cate—those wno, by their nature 
belong still to worlds inferior to the 
earth., Neither can those wno are In the 
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spheres of punishment, at Ieast, without 
a superior permission, which is granted 
only for the general good* That a spirit 
may be abIe to communicate, he must have 
attained the same degree oT advancement 
as that of the world to wnith he is 
called; otherwise he is strange to the 
ideas of that world, and nas no point 
of comparison, it is not the same wltn 
those who are sent on missions, or in 
expiation, to inferior worlds; they have 
the necessary ideas to reply," 

*- ,,por wh at motives may tne permission to 
communicate be refused to a spirit?" 

It may be a trial or punisnment for him, 
or for the one who calls him** 

'How can spirits, dispersed in space or 
in different worlds, hear from all points 
of the uni verse the invocations that are 
made?" 

They are often for ewarned by the familiar 
spirits tnat surround you, wno go to 
seek them; but here isa phenomenon dif¬ 
ficult to explain to you, because you 
cannot yet understand the transmission 
of thought among spirits, AH i can 
tell you is, that the spirityau invoke, 
however distant ne may be, receives, as 
it were, tne rebound of the thought as 
a kind of electrical commotion, whicn 
ne calls his attention to the side from 
whence comes the thought addressed to 
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him. It might be said ne near& the 
thought, a5 on earth you hear the voice." 
"Is the universal fluid the vehicle of 
thought, as the air is that of sound," 
"Yes, with this difference, that sound 
can be heard only within a very limited 
radius, while thought attains the in¬ 
finite, Trie spirit, in space, is line 
the traveler in the midst of a vast 
plain, who, hearing nls name suddenly 
pronounced, directs nis attention to the 
side on which he is called.” 

5* "We know that distances are hut trifles 
to spirits; yet one is astonished to 
see them sometimes respond as promptly to 
the cal I as if they had been al I ready, rp 
"And so, indeed, t hey ar e somet i mes, ff 
the invocation i s premedibated, the spir¬ 
it i sforewarned, and often finds hi mse J f 
there before he is called. 11 

•. "(s the thought of the invocator more 

or less easily heard according to cir¬ 
cumstances?" 

"Without doubt; tne spirit caijed by a 
sympathetic and Kind sentiment is more 
quickly touched: it is to him the voice 
of a friend which he recognizes; without 
that it often happens that the invocation 
miscarries. The thought that springs 
from the invocation strikes the spirit 
if it is not well directed, Lt strikes 
in the void. Itiswith spirits as with 
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men, if he Mho ca i i & them 35 indifferent 
or antipathetic, they may near, but do 
not often I i st en . " 

^' "Does the spirit invoked come volun- 
tiw'ily, or is he constrained to come?" 
M He obeys the win of God, that is, the 
general Jaw that rules the universe,; 
and yet constraint is not the word; for 
ns judges if it be useful to came, and 
there stiH is his free will. Asuperior 
spirit always comes when he is called 
for a useful end; ne refuses to answer 
on 1 ^ in circles of persons either not 
serious, or treating the thing as a joke. " 

9* "Can the invoked spirit refuse to come 
at the call made on him? M 
"Perfactly; or wnere would be his free 
will? Do you think the beings in the 
universe are at your orders? And do you 
consider yourselves obliged to answer 
al 1 who pronounce your name? When 1 
say he can refuse, I mean on the demand 
of the invocator, for an Jnferior spirit 
may te constrained to come b> a super lor 
spirit, M 

M|s there any means by which the invuca- 
tor may oblige a spirit to come against 
his will?" 

" None , if the spirit is your equal or 
your superior in mortal 1 ty; J say in 
mortality, not Jn Intel I Igence, because 
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jou navi no autnor i ly over him; if he 
lb j our Inferior, you can, if it is for 
nis good, for then other spirits will 
second y ou. " 

i* ir ls there any dif f t cuI ty 3 n i rwok ing in¬ 
ferior spirits, and is there any danger, 
in caning them of putting ourselves in 
their power?” 

"Tney rule only those who allow them¬ 
selves to be ruled. He who is assisted 
by good spirits has nothing to fear: he 
controls the inferior spirits; they do 
not control him. In isolation, mediums, 
especially tnose who are beginning, 
should abstain from such invocations* 

2, "Is it necessary to be in any particular 

frame of mind tor invocations?" 

"The most essential of all dispositions 
is concentration of tnought, wnen we 
dtts ire aught of ser i ous sp i r i is. ‘A i tn 
faith and the desire of good, one is 
more powerful to irwqke superior spirits. 
In elevating tne soul by concentration 
□ f tnougm, at the moment of Invocation, 
we are identified with good spirits, and 
attract them to us. 

"Is faith necessary in invocations?” 
"Faith in God, yes; faith will come for 
me rest if >ou desire good, and wish 
for instruction." 
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u * 1r Have men more power to invoke spirits 
wnen united by community of thought and 
intentions?" 

"When all are united by cnar i ty and for 
good, they obtaan gr and tnings. Naming 
is more injurious to tne result or invo¬ 
cations tnan divergence of thought. 

Is man i fig a chain by joining hands for 
some minutes, at the teg inning of re¬ 
unions of any use?" 

"Tne chain is a material means, which 
does not promote union among you if it 
exists not in the thought: what is more 
useful 3s to be united In one common 
thought, each one calling to his side 
good spirits. You do not Know alj you 
might obtain In a serious reunion, from 
whence Is banished every sentiment of 
pride and personaIity, and where reigns 
a perfect sentiment of mutual cordial- 
I ty. “ 

16. "Are invocations for fined days and hours 
perferabIe?" 

"Yes, and, if it be possible, in the 
same place; the spirits come to it more 
willingly: it is the constant desire 

you have that aids the spirits to come 
and put themselves into commun j cat ion 
With you. Spirits have their occupa¬ 
tions, whlcn they cannot leave at a mo- 
merit’s warning for your personal satis¬ 
faction, f say, in the same place; but 
do not suppose this to be an absolute 
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ob tigat ton, for spirits come everywhere: 

I mean, a place consecrated to that is 
preferable, because there concentration 
of thought is more perfect.' 1

1f Tnat is a useless question, for jou 
Know very well that matter has action 
on spirits. Be very sure that no good 
bplrit ever refuses such art; the value 
of talismans, of whatever nature they 
be, has existed for thousands of years. 

Ip, "What must we think of spirits who give 
rendezvous in dismal places, and at on- 
ijye hours? Pl 

"These spirits amuse themselves at the 
expense of those who listen to them. ii 
is always useless, and often dangerous, 
to yield lo such suggestions: useless, 
because one gains absolutely nothing but 
to oe mystified; dangerous, not for the 
evil, the spirits might do, but on ac¬ 
count of its influence on weak brains." 

in "Are there days and hours more prop i t i ous 
than others for invocations 7 " 

"For spirits that is perfectly Indif¬ 
ferent tnougn, some claim certain days 
and hours aid to assist them to appear 
The most propitious moments are those 
in which the ievocator can be the keasi 
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disturbed by his accustomed occupations; 
wfiittn his body and mind are most calm*” 

— - "Is invocation an agreeable or a painful 
thing for spirits? Do they come volun¬ 
tarily when they are called * 11 
"Tnat depends on their character and the 
fHOtives from which tney are called, 
When the object is pr ai senior t hy t and 
when th-e surrounding is sympathetic to 
mem, it Is agreeable to them, and even 
attractive; the sp3rits ar e alway 5 happy 
in the affection testified for them* 
There are those to whom it is a great 
happiness to communicate with men, and 
who suffer from the indifference in 
wnich they are left. But, as l nave 
said, it depends upon their character; 
among spirits tnere are also misan¬ 
thropes, who do not I ike to be disturbed 
and wnose answers show tnelr ill humor, 
especially when they are called by in¬ 
different people, in whom they are not 
at all interested. A spirit has often 
no motive for coming at the call of an 
unknown person, who is indifferent to 
him, and almost always moved by curios- 
ity; if he comes, he usually makes but 
snort visits, unless there may be a se¬ 
rious and instructive end in view in 
the Invocation,” 

Remark: We see people who Invoke their re¬ 

lations only to ask them the most ordinary 
things of material Jife; for instance, one 
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to know if he shall renter sell hi a naube, 
another to know what prof . t he sntil I nave 
from nit, merchandi se, tne place where money 

is deposited, whether or not acertain busi¬ 
ness will be advantageou&- O^r relations 
from beyond the tomb are interested in ua 
onlji- by reason of at feet ion we have tor 
them* If all our thought is limited to 
thinking them sorcerers, if we tnink of 
tnem only to ask favors of thorn, they can¬ 
not nave any very great sympathy for us, 
and we should not ue aston isned at the lit¬ 
tle benevolence tntj sometimes evince, we 
must consider them too.

"There is a very great difference; bad 
spirits come voluntarily only inasmuch 
as they hope to govern and make dupes; 
Put they experience a strong contrari¬ 
ety wnen they are forced to confess 
tneir faults, and only ask to go away 
again, like a pupil called up for cor¬ 
rection. They can be constrained to 
come, by the Superior spirits, as -i 
punisnment, and for the instruction or 
the incarnated. Invocation is painiul 
for good spirits when tney ara cal eJ 
uselessly, Tor frivolities; then they 
do not come at all, or soon withdraw." 
"You may take It as a principle, tnai 
spirits, whatever they be, liwenomore

than yourselves io serve as amusement

Compare us to an aeronaut, who rises tittle 
by little in tne air. (frnen ne heaves the 
ground,, a very small circle can perceive 
him; as he rises, tne circle enlarges for 
him; and when he nas readied a certain 
height, ne appears Lu ah infinite number 
of persons. So with g$; a bad spirit, wno 
is still attached to the earth, remains in

Sudden!y the hand of the medium paused in 
the middle of a sentence, and it was impos¬ 
sible to obtain anything furtner: at this 
moment, the child, half awaxe, moved in his 
bed. Some moments after, he again slept; 
the hand went on anew, continuing tne in¬ 
terrupted talk. 

The invocation of living persons, 
made under good conditions, proves, in the 
least contestable manner, the distinct ac¬ 
tion of the spirit and tne body, and Con¬ 
sequently, the existence of an intelligent 
principle independent of matter.

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CHAPTER IV 


or THE CONSECRATION OF ALL NAOICAL 
INSTRUMENTS AND MATERIALS WHICH 
ARE USEE IN THIS ART 

The virtue of consecrations chiefly 
consist in two things, viz., the power of 
tne person consecrating, and tne virtue of 
tne prater by which the consecration is 
made. 


For in tne person consecrating, there 
is required firmness, constancy, and Holi¬ 
ness of life; and tnat me consecrator him¬ 
self snail! with a firm and ufidub i t at? I e 
faith, believe me virtue, power, and ef¬ 
fect thereof. 

Then in tne prayer by which the conse¬ 
cration is made it derives i ts viftut aiIther 
from divine inspiration, or el se by compos¬ 
ing it from sundry pI aces 3 n the Ho J y Str ip- 
ture, in the commemoration of same of the 
wonderful miracles of God, effects, prom¬ 
ises, sacraments and sacramental tilings, 
of which I nave abundance in holy writ. 

Thera must likewise be used tne invo¬ 
cation Df divine names, that ara sjgnifica- 
tiveof the work in hand; l i KewE se a sanct i- 
fying and expiation which is wrought by 
springing wi m naI y water, unctions with 
noly oil, ano odoriferous suftumigatlons, 
Therefore in every consecration there is 
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always used a benediction and consecration 
of water, earth, oil, fire, and suffuroiga- 
Lions, '-c, ( with consecrated wax-rlEghts or 
lajTips burning; for witnout I i ghts no conse- 
eration l s duly performed. You must tnere- 
tore particularly observe this, that wnen 
anj thing rwriltn 1 call prophanei is to fie 
used, in which there is def j I ement or po t - 
Iutton, it must, first of all, he purified 
b> an Exorcism, composed solely for that 
purpose, which ought to precede the conse¬ 
cration which things being so made pure 
are most apt to receive the Influences 
of the divine virtue. You must also ob¬ 
serve that at the end of any consecration, 
after tne prayer is rightly performed, as 
l nave mentioned, tne operator ought to 
bless the thing consecrated, by breathing 
out some sentence with divine virtue arid 
power of present consecration, with a com¬ 
memoration of nis virtue and authority, 
that so it may he the more duly performed, 
and wj tn an earnest and attentive mind. 
Now I shall give >e here some examples, 
that, by these, a pain may be made to the 
whole perfection thereof, 

THE CQHSECRATlOH OF WATER 

So in irfe consecration of water, you 
must commemorate that God nas placed the 
firmament in the midst of the waters, and 
likewise that God has placed the fountain 
of waters in the earthly paradise, from 
whence Sprang four holy rivers that water 
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tne whole earth; likewise we are to remember 
mat God caused the waters to be an instru¬ 
ment of his justice in destroying tne giants, 
by bringing on the deluge which cohered the 
face of me whole eartn; and in the over¬ 
throw of tne host of Pharaon in tne Red 
Sea, and that God led the cmldrenof Israel 
tnrougn on dry land, and through the midst 
oJ the river Jordan, and Likewise nis mar¬ 
vellously drawing water out of trie stony 
rock in tne wilderness; and that at tne 
prayer of Samson, he caused water to flow 
out of the jaw-bone of an ass; and likewise 
that God has made water me instrument ot 
his mercy and salvation for the expiation 
Of original sin; also that Christ was bap¬ 
tized in the river Jordan, and hath there¬ 
by sanctified and cleansed the waters;

And likewise, in the consecration of 
fire, you are to commemorate that God hath 
created the fire to be an Instrument to 
execute his justice, for punishment, venge¬ 
ance, and tne expiation of sins; also, wnen 
God Comes to judge the world that he will 
command a conflagr at ion of fire to go before 
him; likewise we are to mention that God 
appeared to Moses in a burning busn; and 
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also now ne went before the children, of 
Israel in a pin ar of fire; that nothing 
can oe doi* offered, sanctified or sacri¬ 
ficed, witnout lire; and now that God insti¬ 
tuted Tire to oe kept in continually in tne 
later nac I e of the coovenant; and hgnmiracu- 
loubl> ne rekindled the same, being extinct, 
and preserved it elsewhere from going out 
being hidden under the waters; and thirty5 
of tnis sort; Likewise tne names of God are 
to be cal led upon which are consonant to 
this; as you. read in the law and prophets, 
that God is a consuming fire; and likewise 
if tnere are any divine names wnicn signify 
fire, as tne glory of God, the iignt of

'i And by invocatIng all divine names 
which are significant to this; such as the 
place or cod, the tnorne of God, the chair 
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of God, the tabernacle of God, tne altar 
of God, tne habitation or God, and trie l Ike 
divine names ot this sort, which are to be 
writ ten about the circle, or place to be 
consecrated. 


And, in trie consecration of Instru¬ 
ments, and every other thing that is used 
in this Art, you must proceed after the same 
manner, by sprinkling with holy water the 
same, by fumigation, by ano i nt i ng wi th ho ly 
oil, sealing it with some holy seal, and 
blessing it with prayer, and by commemo¬ 
rating holy things out of the sacred Scrip¬ 
tures, collecting divine names wnich are 
agreeable to the things to be consecrated; 
as for example, in tne consecration of the 
sword we are to remember in the gospel, 
1f he that hath two coats, 11 r -c. and that in 
tne second of the Maccabees, it is said 
that a sword was divinely and miraculously 
sent to JUDAS MACCABEUS; and if mere is 
any thing of the like jn tne prophets, as 
11 take unto you two-edged swords, " fcc. And 
you shall also, in the same manner, con¬ 
secrate experiments and books, and whatever 
of tne like nature, as writings, pictures, 
tc., by Sprinkling, per turning, anointing, 
sealing, blessing, wi th ho I y commernor at i ons, 
and calling to remembrance tne sanctifi¬ 
cation of mysteries; as me table of tne 
ten commandments which were deliveredtc 
Moses by God in Mount Sinai, the sahctifi- 
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cat i on of trie Old and New Teat amenta, and 
likewise of the law, propneta, and Scrip- 
lures, which were promulgated bj tfie Ho I j 
Ghost; and again mere are to be mentioned 
such divine names as are tonvenieni to mis; 
as tnese are, viz, the testament af Gud, the 
book of God, tne Book of Life, the know¬ 
ledge ot God, tne wisdom of God, and tne 
Hke, And with such kind of rites as these 
is the personal consecration performed. 


Tnere are besides tnese anotner rite 
of gonsecrat ion of great power and s fiicacj-; 
and tnis is one of tne kinds of sgpersti- 
tiqns, viz. when the writ of consecration 
or cot i act ion of anjr sacrament in tne 
church is transferred to that thing whlcn 
we would consecrate. 


1 1 must be noted that vows, oblations, 
and sacrifices, have the power of consecra¬ 
tion also, as well real aa personal, and 
they are as it were, certain conventions 
oetween those names wj tn which mej are 
made and us who make them, strongly cleaving 
to our desire and wished effects, aa wnen 
we sacrifice with certain names, or thing; 
as fumigations, unctions, rings, images, 
mirrors; and some things less material, as 
characters, seals, pentad as, enchantments, 
orations, pictures, Scriptures, of which 
we nave largely spoken before. 
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rttfiich book being so written, is to m 
ndll Hound, adorned, garni sued, embellish¬ 
ed, and kept secure, witn registers and seals 
lest it should happen after the consecra¬ 
tion to open in some part not designed, and 
endanger the operator. And above all, let 
this book be kept as pure and reverent as 
possible; for irreverance of mind causes 
it to Jose its virtue pollution and pro— 
pnanation* 

Now this sacred oook being thus com¬ 
posed according to the form and manner l 
have delivered, you are to consecrate it 
after a two-fold way; the first is, that 
all and singularly each of the spirits who 
are written in the book be called to the 
Circle, according to zhe rites magical, 
which we nave before taught, and place tne 
book wh i en is to be consecrated in a tri¬ 
angle on tne outside of the circle; then 
read, in the presence of the spirits, all 
the oatns whlcn are contained and written 
in that book; then the book to be consecrated 
being already placed without the circle in 
a triang le there drawn, compel all the spir- 
its to impose their nands where tneir images 
and characters are drawn, and to confirm 
and consecrate the same with a special and 
common oath. This being done, let the book 
be shut and preserved as I have spoken be¬ 
fore; then license the spirits to depart 
according to due rite and Magical order. 
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There is anotner method extant among 
us to con seer at i ng a general booitof Spif its 
which is more easy, and or as much efficacy 
to produce every etfect, except that in 
opening this book, the spirits do not al¬ 
ways appear visible. tod tnis way is thus: 
let be made a book of spirits, as we nave 
before snown, nut in the end thereof write 
invocations, bonds, and strong conjurat i ons, 
wherewith every spirit may be bound; then 
bind tnisbook between two Iamens or tables, 
and on the inside thereof draw or let be 
drawn two Holy pentaciesof the Divine Maj¬ 
esty, wnich I nave before set forth, out 
of tne Apocalypse. Then let the first of 
them be placed in the beginning of the book, 
and the second at the end of the same. 

This book being thus perfected, let 
it be brought, in a dear and fair nignt, 
to a circle prepared in a cross-way, ac¬ 
cording to the art wnicn l have before de¬ 
livered; and there, in the first place, 
tne book is to be opened, and to be conse¬ 
crated according to the rites and ways wnicn 
we have before delivered concerning conse¬ 
cration, wh \ ch be i ng done, let all the spir¬ 
it s b e ca l I ed which ar e written in the book, 
in their own order and place, conjuring 
thrice by the bonds described in the book 
that they come to that place within the 
space at tnree days, to assure their obedi¬ 
ence and confirm tne same, to the book so 
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to be consecrated; tnen let tne book b* 
wrapped up in a clean I Inert cl otn, and bury 
' 1 ■" lhe mi ost of tne circle, and stop trie 
hole so as it may not be perceived or dis¬ 
covered* tne circle being destroyed after 
jrou have licensed tne spirits, depart be¬ 
fore sun-rise; and on the tnird day, about 
me middle of tne mynt, return and make 
tne circle anew and on ihj knees make prater 
unto God, and g I ve tbanks to him; and let 
a precious perfume be made, open the bole 
in which you hurled your book and take it 
out, and so let it be kept, not opening tne 
same* Tnen after licensing the spirits in 
their order and. destroying tne circle, de¬ 
part before sun-rise, And this Is the'last 
rite and manner of consecrating profitable 
to whatever writings, experiments, c. 
tnat direct the spirits, placing the same 
between, ine two holy Lame ns or Pentacies, 
as is before mentioned, 

Bui when the operator would work by 
the Book thus consecrated he should do it 
in a fair and clear season, when the spJrits 
are least troubled; and let nim turn him¬ 
self towards tne region ot tne spirits; then 
let him open the book under a due register, 
and likewise Invoke the spirits by their 
OaUs there descr i bed an d conf j rmed, and by 
the name of their character and image, tg 
whatever purpose you desire, and it there 
be need conjure tnem by the bonds placed 
in the end of the book, And having attained 
tny desired effect license them to depart. 
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And now l proceed id speak of tne in¬ 
vocation of good as we I I as tad spirits, 

Tnii good Spir i is maj be invacated ot 
jrou, or ujf you, diverse ways, and they in 
sundry shapes and manners otter themselves 
to us, for they openly speak to those that 
watch, and do ot t er inemseIv es t o ou r s i 9 n t, 
or do inform us by dreads and by oracie of 
those things which we have a great desire 
to know. Whoever therefore would call any 
good spirit to speak or appear in sight, 
ne must particularly observe two things; 
one wner @0f i s ahout the U1 spo5 j 1 j on ot tns 
invocant, tne otfier concerning those tnings 
wnicn are outwardly to t>e adhibited to tne 
invocation fur the eonform[ty of tne spirit 
to be cal led. 

It is necessary therefore that ine m- 
vocant religiously dispose himself ror tne 
spate of many days to such a mystery, and 
to conserve htrnseif during tne lime chaste, 
sp st i riant, and to abstract nimselt as muen 
as ne can from all manner qi foreign and 
setu I ar bus j ness; I 3 kew E se ne snnu I d observe 
fasting f as much as Snail seem convenient 
to him, and ist him dai ly between Sunrising 
and Setting, being ciOin&j in pure white 
linen, seven times call upon God, and make 
a deprecation to tne angels to ue caileu 
ano in-vacated, according to tne rule wnicn 
I have before taught. Now the nunvber or 
days of tasting and preparation is commonly 
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one month, i.e. the time of a whole Im na¬ 
tion. Now, in tne Hindu* Cabal a, we gener¬ 
ally prepare our selves, forty clays before. 

Now concerniny the place, it most be 
chosen clean, pure, close, quiet, free from 
all manner of noise, and not subject to any 
Stranger 1 a sight. Tnis place must first 
of all b* exorcised and consecrated; and 
let there, be a tab l e or a I tar p I aced tner e i n 
covered with a clean white linen cloth and 
set towards the east. in the middle of tne 
altar let there be placed lamens, or the 
holy paper l nave before described, covered 
with fine linen, which is not to be opened 
until the end qT the days of consecration. 
You shall also have in readiness a precious 
perfume and a pure anointing oil*—And lei 
them both be kept consecrated. Tnen set a 
censor on the head of tne altar t wnerein 
r ou shall kindle tne noly fire and make a 
precious perfume every day tnat you pray. 

Now for yourhauit* you shal I nave a 
long garment ot white linen, close before 
and benind, whicn may come down over ine 
teet, and gird yourself about the loins 
wi ui a girdle. You snail likewise nave a 
veil made of pure white linen on which must 
ue wrote in a gilt lamen, tne name Rajpore- 
Kogur - all ini ngs wh i cn are to b e consecr aied 
and sanctified in order, flut you must net 
go into this noly place till U be first 
washed and covered with a clotn new and 
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dean, and then y om may eruer, but with 
your feet naked and bare; and when you 
enter therein you snail sprinkle with holy 
water, then make a perfume upon the altar; 
and then on tny Knees pray before the al¬ 
tar as we nave directed- 

Wow when the time is expired, on the 
last day, you sriai i fast more strictly; 
and fasting on tnt day following, at tne 
rising of the sun, enter tne noly place, 
using the ceremonies before spoken of, first 
by■sprtnkliny thyself, then making a per¬ 
fume, you shall sign the cross with holy 
oil in the forehead, and anoint your eyes, 
using prayer in all these consecrations* 
fhen, open the I amen and pray before tne 
altar upon your knees; and then an invoca¬ 
tion may be made as follows:

In the name ot the Most Eminent Adepts, 

I do desire tnee p strong and mighty spir¬ 
its fnere name the spirits you would have

The invocation being made, me good 
spirits will appear unto yQu which jOu de¬ 
sire, which you shall entertain with a 
-chaste communication, and license them to 
depar t. 

how tne Lamen which is used to invoke 
anj good spirit must be made after trie fol¬ 
lowing manner: eimer in metal comtorrnaule 
or in new wax mixed with convenient spices 
and colours; or it may be made witn pure 
white paper witn convenient colours, and 
outward form of it way be either square, 
circular, or triangular, or ot tne lire sort 
according to tne rule of tne numbers, in 
wn*cn there must be written the divine 
names, as well general as special* And in 
me centre of the lamen draw a hexagon or 
character at si* corners, in the middle 
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thereof v,f i te the name and cnaracter or the 
star, or of tne spirit his governor t to 
whom trie good spirit that is to be called 
is subject. And about this cnaracter J e i 
there he placed so many Characters or iivu 
corners or pentad es as the &pirrts we (j 
cali together at once. 3 ut j t you snai i 
caN only one r never the i ess there must be 
made four pentagons, wherein me name ot 
tne spirit qr spirits, with their charac¬ 
ters, are to ftg written. now this l amen 
rtiust he composed when trie moon is m her 
increase on those days arid hours wnicft agree 
to ine spirit; and if you ta*e a fortunate 
planet therewith, it will be better ror 
producing the effect; wnicn table or Iamen 
hein^ rightly made in me manner i have 
tully described, must be consecrated ac¬ 
cording to trie rules above delivered. 

I wiI I yet declare unto you another 
rite more easy to perform this thing; let 
me disciple who wishes to receive an ora¬ 
cle from a spirit be cnaste, pure and sanc¬ 
tified; then a place being chosen pure, 
dean, and covered with clean and white 
linen, everywhere, on the Lord's day mtne 
new of the moon, let him enLer into the 
place clothed with white linen; ietnimex- 
ore i se the p lace, bless it, an d make a circle 
therein with a consecrated coal; let there 
oe written in me outer part of tne circle 
me names of the angels; in the inner part 
thereof write the mighty names of God; and 
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Let t>e placed with in trie circle, at me 
four parts of the world, the vessels for 
tne perfumes, Fnen, being washed and fast- 
tng, let him enter the place and pray to¬ 
wards trie east this whole Psalm "Blessed 
are the undeflled in the way," * c , Psalm 
tMix ' Tnen make a fumigation, and depre¬ 
cate the spirits cy the said divine names, 
mat may will appear unto you, and repeal 
or discover mat wniqn you so earnest ly de^ 
sire; and do mis continually for six days 
wasned and fasting. On the seventh day' 
being washed and fasting, enter me cir¬ 
cle, perfume it and anoint thyself witn rioly 
Oil upon the forehead, eyes, and in the 
palms of both hands, and upon the f B ef 
tnen, with bended knees, say the Psalm 
aforesaid, with divine and angelical names. 
Whicn being said, arise, and waI k round the 
circle from. East to rtest, until thou snalt 
be wear > ed w itn a g iddiness o f the head and 
brain, then straitway tall down in me 
circle, where mou mayest rest, and mou 
white wrapped up in an ectasy; and a spir i t 
will appear and inform triee of all things 
necessary to be known, Me must observe 
also, tnat in the circle tnere ought to be 
four hoiy candles burning at the four parts 
of the world, which ought not to want light 
far the space of a week. 


And the manner of fasting IS this; to 
abstain from all things having a life of 
sense, and from those wnith do proceed from 
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them, let him dr ink on ly pure r unn i ng hater; 
neither is there any food or wine io be 
taken till the going down of the Syn, 

Let tne perfume and the holy anointing 
Oil be made as is set forth in Exodus, and 
otner -holy books of tne Bible- It is a iso 
to be observed, that as often as he enters 
the circle he has upon his forehead a go I den 
li amen t upon whicn there must be wr i t ten the 
name Rajpore-Kogur, in tne manner 1 nave 
before mentioned- 

OF ORACLES BY DREAMS 

But natural things and their own mix¬ 
tures do likewise belong unto my discipies, 
and I always use sucn to receive oracles 
from a spirit by a dream; which are either 
by perfumes, unctions, meats, candles, 
seals, rings, eic- 

Now those who are des1rious to receI«e 
oracles In or through a dream, let nlm make 
h i mse I f a r i ng or the sun or Saturn for th,i$ 
purpose. There are likewise Images of 
dreams, which being put under tne head 
wnen he goes to sleep, dotn effectually 
give true dreams or whatever the mind hath 
before determined or consulted upon, the 
practice of which is as follows:

thyself: but know this, that such images, 

work nothing (as they are simple images! 
unless they are vivldfled by a spiritual 
and celestial virtue, and chiefly by the ar¬ 
dent desire and firm intent ot tne soul of 
tne operator* But who can give a soul to 
an image, or make a stone, or metal, or 
clay, or wood, or wax, or paper to Iive* 
Certainly no man; he only hath it who tran¬ 
scends the progress of angels, and comes 
to tne very architype himself. 

The tables of numbers likewise confer 
to the receiving of oracles, being duly 
formed under Ihe if own eonste l l at 1 ons. Holy 
tables and papers likewise serve to this 
effect, being especially composed and con¬ 
secrated; such as the Mmutel of Solomon, 
and the Table of tne Revolution of the name 
ot Telragrammaton; and those things which 
are of this kind, and written to produce 
grammaton, and those tnings which are ot 
this kind, and written tg produce these 
effects, out of various figures, numbers, 
holy Scriptures, and pictures, with in¬ 
scriptions of the divine names of God and 
names of holy angels; the composition where¬ 
of Is taken out of diverse places of the 
holy Scriptures, Psalms, and ver s ic l es, and 
other certain promises out of the divine 
revelations and prophecies. 
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To the sainy effect do conduce, I ike- 
wise, nolj praters and deprecat ions as we I I 
to God as to the blessed angels; the depre¬ 
cations of wnich prayers are to be composed 
as we nave before Shown, according to some 
re I igious similitude, makiny mention of 
those things which we intend to do; as out 
of tne Old Testament of the dream of Jacob, 
Joseph, Pharoan, Daniel, and Nebuchadnezzar: 
if out of the Mew Testament, of the dream 
of Joseph; of the three wise men, or Magi, 
of John the evangelist sleeping upon tne 
breast ot our Lord; and whatever of the 
like kind can he found in religion, mira¬ 
cles, and revelation. According to which 
the deprecation may be composed; if when 
he goes to sleep it be with a firm inten¬ 
sion, and then, without doubt, they will 
afford a wonderful affect* 

Therefore he who is desirous of re¬ 
ceiving true oracles by dreams, let him ab¬ 
stain fr om supper, from drink, andbe other¬ 
wise well disposed, so his brain »m be 
free from turbulent vapours; let him also 
nave nis bed-chamber fair and clean; exor¬ 
cised and consecrated if he wjjl; then let 
* mi perfume the same with some convenient 
fumigat<on, and let him anoint his temples 
with some unguent efficacious hereunto, and 
Put a ring of dreams upon his finger; then 
let h im lane one of the images we have 
spoken of, or some holy table, or prayer, 
and place the same under his head: tnen # 
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h av i ruj made a devOut pf ayer t let him address 
himsei f to si eep f meditating upon that in ing 
*hich ne desires to know; so snail ne re¬ 
ceive a most certain and undoubted oracie 
by a dream, when tne moon goes through that 
sign wnich was in tne ninth nouse of ru 5 
nativity, and also when sne goes through 
me sign of the ninth of tne revolution of 
nii nativity, and when she is in me nintn 
sign from the sign of perfection. 

This is the way whereby we obtain all 
sciences and Arts whatsoever, wnetner Al¬ 
chemy, ttagic, or else* suddenly and per¬ 
fectly with a true illumination of our in¬ 
tellect; aI though all inferior familiar 
spirits whatsoever conduce to this effect, 
and some!imes a I so evil spirits sensibly 
inform uS intrinsically and extrinsicaIl>, 

Of THE METHOD OF RAISING EVIL OH FAMILIAR SHI HITS 
BY A CIRCLE; LIimSE THE SOULS AMD ASTRAL 
BODIES OF THE DEAD— 

It is nere convenient that I say some¬ 
thing about the means used by the Hindus to 
raise up what are usually termed evil spir¬ 
its to me circle, and tne metnods of call¬ 
ing Up the Astral or souls of those who nave 
died a violent or premature death. 

now if ye would call any evil spirit 
io the circle, ye must first consider and 
know ni s nature, and to wnichof the planets 
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it agrees, and wn^t offices ar< distributed 
unto n ijn from the p i anet. This being known, 
let there be sought out a place tit and 
convenient, and proper for hi$ invocation, 
according to the nature of the planet and 
tne quali ty of the offices of tne same 
spirit, as near as it can be done; as if 
tneir power be over tne sea, rivers, or 
t foods, men i et the p i ace be the sea-snore, 
and so ot tne rest. Then chose a convenient 
i ime both for tne qual i ty ot the air (being 
serene, quiet, clear and fitting for tne 
spirits to assume bodies*; as also of tne 
quality of and nature of the planet and the 
spirit, as on nis da* end time in which he 
rules; ne may be fortunate or unfortunate 
sometimes of tne day, and. sometimes of tne 
nignt, as tne stars and sp i r i ts do requ i r-e. 

Tne&e things being judiciously con¬ 
sidered, let tne circle be made at tne 
place elected, as well tor tne deference 
of tne Invacant as tne confirmation gt the 
spirit* Ami iri tne circle write the divine 
general names, and ail Lhasa things which 
do yield deference to us; and, with them, 
those divine names Ahicn do ruIe h i 5pIanet, 
and the ot f i ces of tne spirit nirnself; I i Ke- 
wise write therein tne names of tne good 
spirits which bear rule in the time you do 
tnis, ana are able to bind and constrain 
tnat spirit wnicn you intend to call* And 
if ye will further strengthen and fortify 
your circle, you may add characters and 
pen tac L es agreeing to the worn; tnen also,

if ye will, jrou may either, wittily or with- 
□ui the t ire l h frame an anguJar figure wit ft 
tne inscription of such convenient numbers 
as are congruent amongst theroseIves to my 
work, which are to be Known according to 
tne manner ot numbers and figures delivered 
i n my first boo*. 

Further you are to be provided with 
lights, perfumes, unguents, and medicines, 
compounded according to the nature of the 
spirit and planet which agree with the 
spirit by reason of their natural and ce¬ 
lestial virtue. 

Then you are to be furnishad with holy 
and consecrated things necessary, not only 
for tne defence of tne in-vacant and his 
companions, but also serving for bonds to 
t> \ nd and constr ai n tne spirits; such as holy 
papers, I amen 5, pictures, psntacles, swords. 
Scepters, garments at convenient colour and 
matter. 

Then, with ail tnese things provided, 
let tne exorcist and his companions go into 
tne circle. In the first place, let nim 
consecrate the circle and every thing ne 
uses; which being done inasoiemn and firm 
manner, with convenient gesture and coun¬ 
tenance, let nim uegin to pray with a loud 
voice after tne manner following. First, 
by making an oration or prayer to God, and 
tnen entreating tne good spirits; but you 
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should read some prater, or psalm, or gos¬ 
pel, tor our defence in the first place. 
After those prayers and orations are said, 
let him begin to invocaie the spirit which 
fie desireth, wUn a gentle arid loving en¬ 
chantment to all the coasts of the world, 
with a commemoration of his own authority 
and power. Then rest and look round to see 
if any spirit does appear; which if he de- 
■ then let nim repeat his invocation 

as above said, until lie natn done it three 
times; and if the spirit is obstinate and 
wMJ not appear, then let the Invocator be¬ 
gin to conjure nim with divine power; but 
so that aJ l nis conjurations and commemora¬ 
tions do agree with tne nature and office 
of tne spirit, and reiterate the same three 
times, from stronger to stronger, using 
contumelies, cursings, punishments, sus¬ 
pension from his power and office, and the 
like. 


And after these courses are finished, 
cease, and it tne spirit shalI appear let 
ine invocant turn himself towards the spir¬ 
it, and courteously receive him, and, ear¬ 
nestly entreating him, let him ask ni s name, 
which write down on your holy paper, and 
then proceed by asking him whatsoever you 
will; and If in any thing the spirit snail 
appear to be obstinate, amblguousor lying, 
let nimoe bound by convenient conjurations; 
and if you doubt any thing, make, without 
the circle with the consecrated sword, the 
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figure of a triangle or pentagon, and com¬ 
pel the spir3l to ant or into it; and I f j ou 
receive any promise whien you would hive 
confirmed *itft an oath, stretch the sword 
out of tne circle, and swear tne spirit by 
laying his hand on the sword. Then having 
obtained of the spirit that wniori you de¬ 
sire, or are otherwise contented, license, 

him to depart with courteous- words, giving 
command that he do ho hurt; and if nu will 
not depart, compel nimby powerful conjura¬ 
tions; arid jf need require, e^pel niin* by 
exorcisms and by making contrary suf f urn lega¬ 
tions j and wnen he Fs departed go not Out 
of the circle, but make a stay, and use 
Some prayer giving tnanhs to God- and the 
good angels; and also praying for your tu- 
ture defence and conservation, wnicn being 
orderly performed you may depart. 


Hut if your nopes are frustrated, and 
no spirit will appear, yet tor tnis you 
need not despair; but leaving tne circle 
after Iicensing to depart fwnicn must never 
be omitted whether a spirit appear s or riot* 1 
return at other times, doing as before. 
A.hd if you think tnat you have erred in any 
ining, then yg u shall amend &y adding or 
diminishing; for the constancy ot repet i-

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THE COMPOSITION OF A CIRCLE 

The forms of circles are not always 
one and the same, but are changed accord- 
ing to the order of spirits mat are to be 
called, their places times, hours; for in 
making a circle tt ought to be considered 
in what time of the year, what day, end 
to what star or region they belong, and 
what functions they have; therefore to be¬ 
gin, let there be made three c ircies of the 
latitude of nine feet distant one from an¬ 
other about a hands breadth* First, write 
in the middle circle the name of tne hour 
wherein you do the work; in the second 
place, write the name of the angel of the 
nour, in tne third place, the seal of the 
Spirit of the hour; fourthly, the name of 
the spirit that rules the day in which you 
work, and the names of his ministers; in 
the fifth place, the name of the present 
time; sixthly, the name of the spirits rul¬ 
ing In that part of time, and their presi¬ 
dents; seventhly, the name of tne head 01 
the sign ruling in tne time; eighthly, the 
name of the earth, according to tne time 
of working; ninthly, and for the completing 
of the middle circle, write the names of 
tne Sun and moon, according to the said 
rule of time: for as the times are changed, 
so are the names; and in the outer circle 
let there be drawn, in the four angles, the 
names of the great presidential spirits of

It is also to &e known that the spirits 
rule the hours in a successive order, ac¬ 
cording to the course of the heavens and 
tne planets to which they are subject; so 
the same spirit wnich governeth the day 
rules also the first nour of the day; the 
second from this governs the second hour, 
and so on throughout; and when seven planets 
and hours have made their revolution it 
returns again to the first which rules the 
day* Therefore we shall first speak of 
the names of the hours, viz.

in written presiding with wonderful influ¬ 
ence over the spirits. 

It should be made in the day and nour 
of Mercury upon parchment made of akidSkin, 
or virgin, or pure, clean, white paperj and 
the figures and letters wrote In pure gold; 
and it ought to be consacrated and sprink I «d 
with holy water. 

When the vesture is put on, it wl11 be 
convenient to say the following oration: —

erator himself carry the sword, over which 
ou d be said a prayer of consecration; 
and an tne middle of tne sword on one side 
*] there be engraven Agla, and on the otner 
Tetragrammaton. And the place being 
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fiaed upon Where the circle istoue erect¬ 
ed let him draw tne lines we nave before 
taught, and sprinkle the seme with holy 
water, consecrating, etc, etc. 

The disciple must therefore be prepared 
with fasting, chastity and atsiinence^ for 
the space of three days before the day of 
operation; and on the day that he would do 
this work, being clothed with the foremen- 
t i oned vestu r e, and f urn i sued with pentac I es 
perfumes, a sword, bibJe, paper, pen, and 
consecrated ink, and all things necessary 
nereunto let him enter the circle, and cal I 
the angels from the four parts of the world, 
which do rule the seven planets, the seven 
days of the week, colours, and metals, whose 
names you will see in their places; and, 
with bended knees first let him say the 
Paternoster or Lord's Prayer, and then let 
him invocate the said angels, Siting; —

Tnen call the angels from the tour 
parts of the world that rule the air the 
same day in which he makes the experiment:

station of life, Her parents were devout, 
and srie was brought up pi qls ly + Her nature 
was gentle, modest and rel Egious; hut with 
no> physical weasness or morbidity; on the 
contrary she was exceptionaIIy strong, as 
her later history shows. At or about the 
age of thirteen Jeanne began to experience 
wnat psychology now calls *audstory hallu¬ 
cinations. 11 In other words, she heard 
"voices*—usually accompanied L>y a bright- 
light—when no visible person was present- 
Th is, of course, is a common sympton of 
Impending mental disorder; but no Insanity 
developed In Jeanne d f Arc. Startled she 
naturally was at first; but continuation 
led to familiarity and trust. The voices 
gave good counsel of a very commonplace 
kind, as for Instance, that she ’’must be a 
good girl and: go often to church." Soon, 
however, she began to nave visions; saw 
St. Michael, St. Catherine, and 5t. Marga¬ 
ret; was given instructions as to her mis¬ 
sion; eventuality made her way to the Dauph in, 
put herself at the nead of 6,000 men, and 
advanced to the relief of Orleans, which 
was surrounded by the victorious English- 
After a fortnight of hard fighting, tne 
siege was raised, and the enemy driven off 
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The tide of war had turned, and in three 
months the Dauphin was crowned king at 
^heims as Charles the Seventh* 


this point, i Jeanne felt that her 
mission was accomplished* But her wish to 
return to her famiij was overruled by the 
king and arcnbishop, and she took part in 
further fighting agal nst the all I ed English 
and Burgundian forces, show!ng great bravery 
and tactical skill. But in November, M30, 
a desperate sal ly from Comp jeg.ne^—which was 
Besieged t>y the Duke of Burgendy—she fell 
into the enemy's hands, was sold to tne 
English, and thrown into a dungeon at their 
headquarters in Rouen* 


After a year's imprisonment sn@ was 
brought to tr ial before the Aishop of ^eau— 
va.Es, in an ecclesiastical court. The 
charges were heresy and sorcery. Learned 
doctors of the church, subtle lawyers, did 
their best to entangle the simple girl in 
their dialectical to i I sj but she showed a 
remarkable power of keeping to her affirma¬ 
tions andof avoiding heretical statements. 
"•Sod nas always been my Lord in all that I 


have done," she said. But the trial was 
on|> pretence, for her fate was already 
decided. She was condemned to the stake* 
To the end, she solemnly affirmed the real- 
ity of ner "voices' 1 adding that her depo¬ 
sitions were true. Her last word, as the 
smoke and flame rolled found her, was lf Jes** 
us." Said an English soldier, awestruck by 
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the manner of her passing: "We are tost; 
we have burned a 5iint. 11 The idea was cor¬ 
roborated in popular opinion by events 
which followed, for speedy death—as if by 
Heaven's anger —overtook her judges and ac¬ 
cusers, |nspired by her example and claims 
and helped by the dissension and weakening 
on the side of the enemy, the French took 
heart once more; and the English were all 
but swept out of the country* 

■ Jeanne's family rfas rewarded by en¬ 
noblement, under tne name of De Lys. Twen¬ 
ty-five years after her death, the Pope ac¬ 
ceded to a petition that the process by 
which she was condemned should be re-exam¬ 
ined. The result was that the judgment was 
reversedj and her innocence established and 
proclaimed. The life of the Maid supplies 
a problem which orthodox science cannot 
solve. She was a simple peasant girl, with 
no ambitious hammering after a career. She 
rebelled pathetically against ner mission. 
"I nad tar rather rest and spin by my moth¬ 
ers side, for this Isno work of my choosing 
but i must go and do it, for my Lord wills 
it. She cannot be dism\ssedon the "simple 
idiot" theory of Voltaire, for her genius 
in war and her aptitude In repartee un¬ 
doubtedly proved exceptional mental powers, 
unschooled though she was in what we call 
education. We cannot call her a mere hys¬ 
teric, for her health and strength were 
superb* It is on record that a man of sci- 
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ence said to an Abbe:*—"Come to tbeSai- 
petriers Hospital, and I will show you 
twenty Jeannes d'Arc." To which the Atbe 
responded: "Has one of them given us back 

Alsace and Lorraine?” The retort was cer¬ 
tainly neat. Still, though the $alpetriere 
hyste-r ics have not won back 4.1 sace and Lor¬ 
raine, it is nevertheless true that many 
great movements have sprung from fraud or 
hallucination. May it not have been so, 
with Jeanne’ She delivered France, and ner 
importance in history Is great; but may not 
ner mission and ner doings have been tne 
outcome of mer ei y subject i ve na l l uc i nat i ons, 
induced by the brooding of ner specially 
religious and patriotic mind on the woes 
of her country? The army, being ignorant 
and s<i' arst 11 Sous, would readily believe 
in the supernatural nature of her mission, 
and great energy and valour would result^* 
for a man fights well when he feels that 
Providence is on his side. 

This Is the most usual kind af theory 
In explanation of the facts. But It is not 
fully satisfactory. How came it—one may 
ask—t hat th i s untutored peasant girl could 
persuade not only the rude soldiery, but 
also the Dauphin and the Court, of her Di¬ 
vine appointment? How came she tq oe given 
trie command Df an army? Surely a post of 
such responsibility and power would not be 
given to an ignorant girl of eighteen, on 
heretical strength of tier own claim tq in¬ 
spiration. 
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It seems, at least, very EmprobatIe. 
How it so happens (though the material i st I c 
school' of historians corw @n i ent 1y ignore or 
belittle iti that there is strong evidence 
in support of the Idea that Jeanne gave the 
Dauphin some proof of tne possessian of su¬ 
pernormal faculties. in tact, the evidence 
is so strong that Mr. Andrew Lang called 
it "Unimpeachable' 1 —and Mr. Lang did not 
usual I y err on the side of credul ity in 
these matters. Among other cur i ous things, 
Jeanne seems to have repeated to ChaMes 
the words of a prayer which he had made 
mentally; and she also made some kind of 
clairvoyant discovery gf a sword hidden be¬ 
hind the altar gf Flerbofs church. Schi I- 
ler’s magnificent dr amat i e poer*— ' 1 r , i ' Jung¬ 
frau vnn Or I eans"—t hougn unn i stor i cat i" 
some details, is substantially accurate on 
tnese points concerning clairvoyance and 
mind-reading,
